I haue fette 
downe the follies of his wit without breach of modeſty, and the 
ſparks of his wiſedome without ſuſpition of diſhoneſtie. And 
certes I think there be moe ſpeeches which for grauitie wil miſ- 
like the fosliſh, thẽ vaſeemly teatmes, which for vanity may of- 
fend the wiſe. Which diſcourſe (right Honourable) Thope you 
wilthe ratherpardon for the rudenes, in that it is the firſt, & pro- 
tect it the more willingly if itoffend,in that ic may be the laſt. 
It may be that ſine wirs wil deſcant ypon him that hauing no 
wit, goe ck about to make the Anatomie of witz& certainly their 
ieſting in my minde i; tollerable. Fot if the Butcher ſhould take 
vpon him to cut the Anatomy of a man, becauſe he had skill in 
opening an Oxe, hee woul de ptooue himſelſe 2 Calfe; or if the 
Horſele ch would aduenture to miniſter a potiõ tos ſicke pati- 
ene, in that hee hath knowledge to giue a drench to a difeaſed 
hotſe, he would make himſelfe an Aſſe.

Euphues on theother ſids was fallen into ſuch 
a traimce, that he had not che power either to ſuccour himſelſe, 
oz ſalute the Gentlewoman: At the lac Lucilla beg anne as one 
chat ben might be bold, on this manne. 
Gentlemen, altł ough por long ablence gaue me occaſſon to 
thinke pou dilliked pour laſt entertainment. pet your comming 
at the laſt, bath cut ot my fozmcr ſulpitian, tbyſo much p moze 
pau are welcome, by how much ymozepon are wiſhed loʒ. But 
pou Gentleman, (taking Euphues bp the hand) were the rather 
{wiſhed fo2,fo; chat pour diſcourſe being left vnperfect,cauſed vs 
all tolang(as Women are wont fo; thingesthat like them) te 
haue an end thereof. Unto bhom Philautus replped agfollow- 
eth. Pires Lucilla, though pour curtefie made vs noching to 
doubt of our welcome, pet modeſtie cauſed vs to pinch curteſte, 
who ſhould firſf come: as foz mp friend, 3 thinke he was neuer 
wiſhed foz here ſo tarneſtlp of any as of himſelſe, whether it 
might be to renue his talke, o; retant his ſapings, cannot tel. 
Euphues taking the tale out of Philautus mouth, anfwered.Mis 
— Lucilla, to recant verities, were hereſie, and ts renue the 
pꝛaiſes or women flatterie: the onely canle wiſhed mp lelfe 
here, was to giue thankes fo2 fo god entertainement, the which 
I could no wapesdeſerue,and to b:ede agreater acquaintance 
if it might be to make amends. Lucillatnflamed with his pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, ſaid: Nav Euphues pou ſhal not eſcape ſo, fo ifmp cur- 
keſie, as vou ſay, were the cauſe of pour tomming let it alſo be 
the occaſten of the ending of pour foʒmer dilcourſe ocherbwile, J 
chal thinke pour pꝛofe naked, and pou ſhal find my reward nos 
thing. Euphues now as willingto obey as the to command, ad⸗ 
dꝛelled vimſetfeto a farther concluſion, who ſewing all che Gen⸗ 
tlewomen ready to giue him che hearing, pꝛo ＋ follows 
ech. J haue not pet fozgotten chat my laſt talk wich cheſeGen- 
tlewomen tended to their pꝛavſes, and therefoze the ende muff 
tye vp the iuſt pꝛoole:otherwiſe J chould ſette downe Venus 
chadow without the liuelp ſubſtance. 
As there is no one thing which canbee reckoned, eyther 
6 concerning lone ar lopaltie, whers Momen doe nat excel 
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men, yetin keruentie aboue 1 ſo farre ext de, chat 
men are liker to meruaile at them, than to imitate them, and rea 
dier to laugh at their vertues, than imitate them. Foz as bey be 
hard to be wonne, without triall ol great faith: ſo are they hard 
to be lof, without great caufe of ſicklenes It is long befoꝛe the 
cold water ſeth pe being once hot t is long befoze it be calcd; 
It is long befoze Salt come to his laltnes, but being once ſea/ 
ſoned, itneuertofcth htsſanour. 
J, foz mine ownepartamb2oughtintoa Paradice, by the 
onlyimagination of womens vertues: and were Jperfiwaded 
thatalthe deuils in hell were women, Þ would neuer line de- 
noutly to inherit heanen: oꝛ that they were all Saints in hea. 
uen, J would liue moe ffricly foz feareof hell. Mhat could 
Adam haue done in hisParadice betoꝝs his fall. wilhout a way

But Eu- 
phues ( being rapt with the ſight of his Saint) aunſwered, no, 
no, Lucilla.

lautus in the eare, deſired him to accompany him immediatlie 
without farther pawſing, pꝛoteſting that it ſhould be as wel foz 
his pꝛeferment. as fo2 his owne pzofit .

Philautus knew wel che — of his ſuddaine departure, 
which was, to redme certaineLandsthat were moꝛgaged in 
his Fathers time, tothe vſe of Ferardo, cho on that condition, 
hadbefoze time pꝛomiſed him his daughter iu marriage, But 
returne we ts Euphues. 

Fuphues * ſurpꝛiſed with ſuch incredible toy at this 
firange euent, that he had almoſt lounded, fo; ſing his coꝛri- 
nal to be departed, t Ferardo to giue him ſo ſrit ndly entertain 
ment doubten not in time to get ihe good wil ol Lucilla. M hom 
finding in place conuenient without company, with a bold cou- 
rage und tomy ieſlure, he began to aſſay hex in this ſoʒt. 
Gentlewoman, mp acquaintance being lo little, J am afraid 
my credit wil be leſle, foi chat chey commonly are func de- 
læued, that are beſt beloued, and they liked bef,vhom wer haus 
knowne longelt,neucrtheleſſe, the noble minde ſaſpe&eth noe 
guile without cauſs;'neither condemnethany without pꝛoo le: 
hauing therefo2enotice of your heroical heart, J am the better 
ver (wapedof mf good hap, So it is Lucilla, that comming to 
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Naples but to fetch fire,as the by · woꝛd is, not fo mau my place 
of abode,J haus found ſuch flames, that J can neither quench 
them with the water of free will, neither coole them with wiſe- 
dome. Foz as the Hop, the pole being neuer ſo high, groweth to 
che end. oz as the dzp Berch kindled at the roote, neuer leaneth 
dðntill it come to the top, 02 as one dꝛop of poyſon diſperſeth it 
ſelle into euerie vaine :ſo affection hauing caught holde of mp 
bart, and the ſparks of lone kindled mp Liuer , will ſaddainely, 
thoughſecretly , flame vp into my head, and ſpzead it ſelfe into 
euerie ſinnew · It is pour beautie (pardonmp abzupt boldnes) 
Lady, that hath taken euerie part of me pꝛiſoner, and bꝛought 
me vnto this deepe diſtreſle: but ſeeing women when one pzap- 
ſeth them foz their delerts, derme that he flatterech them to obs 
taine his deſire, Jam here pꝛeſent to perld my ſelfe to ſuch tri- 
all as your curteſie in this behalſsſhal require. Yet wil pon cõ⸗ 
monly obiec this to ſuch as ſerue pou, and ſfarue to winne pour 
good will, chat hots loue is ſone colde: chat the Banin though 
it burne bꝛight, is but a blaze : that ſcalding water it it ſtande & 
while, turneth almoſt to Ice, chat Pepper, though it be hot in 
the mouch, is cold in the mawe: that the faith of men, though 
it frie i their woꝛdes, it freeſeth in their wozkes,which thinges 
(Lucilla) albeit Gep be ſuſticient to repꝛooue the lightnefſe of 
ſome one, yet can they not conuince cuerie ene of lewdneſſe: 
neither onght the conffancie of all, to bee bzought in queſtion 
thoꝛow the ſubtiltie of a fewe . Foz althoughthe Moꝛme en 
tereth almoſt into euerie won, vet he eateth not the Ceder tree. 
Though the fone Cy lindrus at euery thunder - clap, roule from 
che hill, yet the pure lleek · tone mounteth at the noyſe: thengh 
the ruſt fret the hardell Steele, pet dooth itnot rate into the E 
merauld: though Polypus change his hiobo, vet the walimander 
kepethbis colour: though Proteustranſ-fozme himſelle in e⸗ 
uerie ſhape, pet Pigmaleonxetainech his alde fozme:though Z- 
neas Were to fickle fo Dido, yet Troylus was to laithful to Creſ. 
ſida, though ochers ſemecounterfaite in their deds,yet Lucilla 
perſwade pour ſelſe, that Euphues wil be alwaies currant in is 
dealings, Bat as the trus galdis tried by the touch, and the 
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pure Fling by the ſtroke of the pꝛon: ſs the loyall heart of the 
kaichful Loner,is knowneby the triall of his Lady: of the which 
triall (Lucilla)! ifponſhail account Euphnes wozthy , allure pour 
ſelfe he will bs as readie to offer himſelſe a Sacrifice foz pour 
werte ſake,as your ſelfe ſhall be willing to imploy him in pour . 
fernice. Neither dooth he deſire to be traffed anp wap, vntill 
be ſhall be tried euerie way: neither doth he cran? credit at the 
firff, but a good countenance, til time his deſire ſhall be made 
manifeſt by his deſerts. Thus not blinded bylight affcction, 
but dazeled with pour rare perfection, and bolded by yeur ex- 
ce&eding curteſte: J haue vnfolded myne entire lone, deſiring 
you, hauing ſs god leaſure, to giue ſo friendly anſwer,as J map 
receiue comfozt,and pou commendation. Lucilla, although thee 
were content to heare this defired diſeonrſe,pet did ſhe lerme to 
be ſomwhat diſpleaſed. And truly J know not whether it be pe- 
culier ts that ſex to diCemble with thoſe whom they moſt defire, 
oz whethey by craft they haue learned dutwardly toloath that, 
which inwardly Gepmoſf lone : pet wiſely did? the caſt this in 
ber head, chat if the ſhould peeld at che firff aflault, he would

bowe becauſe J was eaſilp intreated to liſten to pour late diſ- 
courle 2 Oꝛ ſeing me (as finely you gloſſe) to exceli all other in 
beautie, did ye deeme that J could exctede all other in beafflines? 
But pet Jam not angry Euphues, but in an ggony: Foz who is 
ſher 17 will fret oꝛ fume with one that loueth her, il this lone 
to delude me, be not dillembled.

Who moze 
fickleto Medca then Iaſon? pet ” a ſtarter:both thele dangh 
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ters to great Pꝛinces, both they vnkaichlall of their pzomiſes.. 
Is it the like that Euphues wil be faithfall to Lucilla, being in 
Naples but a ſoiourner: J haue not pet fozgotten the inueqiue, 
(Jcannot otherwiſe terme it) ichich thou madeſt againſt bean⸗ 
tie, ſaping:it was a deceitſull baite with a deadly hoke, and a 
ſweet poyſon in a painted pot. Canſt thou then be fovnwilets 
ſwallow the bait which will bzeed thy bane Ts [will the dꝛinke 
that will expire thy date?

Mhy doeſt thou not lone a Bull, ſecing 
Paſiphae loued one? Mh art not thou enamoured ot thy Fa- 
ther, knowing that Myrrha was ſo incenfed 2 Theſe are \ct 
downe that we viewing their incontinencia, ſhauld flic the like 
impudencie, not follow the like exceſſe, neither can thep ercule 
thee ofanp inconſtancie. Merry J willveas J map, but it 
map heereafter as thou meanef, 4 wil not, and therekoꝛe fare- 
well Lucilla , the moſt inconſtant that euer was nurſed in Na- 
ples, für ewel Naples, the moſt curled Tabne in all Italie, and 
women all farewell. | 

Euphueshauing thus ginen her hislaſt farewell, pet being 
ſolitarie, began a freſh to recount his ſozrowin this man:cr, 

Ah Euphues, into what miſ⸗foꝛtune art thou bzountt? In 
what ſodaine miſer te art thou wꝛapped: It is like to fare with 
thee as with the Cagle, which dieth nepther foz age, no: boi þ 
Ackneſſe, but with kamine: fo2 although thy ſtomacke hun er. 
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pet thy hart wil not ſaffer thee to eate. And why chouldeſt thou 
toꝛment thy ſelffo2 one, in whom is nepther faith no; feruency? 
O counterkatt lone of women, Oh inconſtant ere. J haue lot 
Philautus, J haue loſt Lucilla : J haue loſt that which A ſhall 
hardly find againe , a faithful friend. Ah loliſh Euphues, why 
didſt chou leaue Athens the nurſe of wiſedom, to enhabite Na · 
ples the nouriſher of wantonnes. Mad it not been better fo thee 
to haue eaten Salt wich the Philoſophers in Greece, then Sus 
ger with the Courtiers of Italie? But behold p courſe ofpouth, 
which alwaies enclineth to pleaſure, J fozſeoke mine oldecom- 
panions to ſearch foꝛ new friends: à reieded che graue and fa- 
therly counſaile of Eubulus, to followe the hꝛainſicke humoʒ of 
mine owne will. Jaddicted mp ſelfe wholp to the ſeruice of wo- 
men, to ſpend mp life in the laps of Ladies, my lands in main⸗ 
tenance of bꝛauerp, mp wit in the vanities of idle Donets. J hed 
though that women had been as we men, that is, true, faithful, 
zealous, and conſtant: but J perceaue they be rather woe vnto 


men bp their falſehood, iealouſie and inconſtancie. J was balfe | 


perſwaded, that they were made of the perfection of men, and 
would be comfozters, but now 4 ſee they haue faſted of the in- 
kection of the Serpent,and will be cozraſiues. 

The Philition ſaith , if is daungerdus to miniſfer Phiſicke 
vato the Patient chat hach a cold ſtomack and a hote luer, leaf 
in giuing warmth ts the one, hee enflame the other :ſo verily it 
ts hard to deale with a woman, whoſe woꝛdes ſme feruent, 
whoſe heart is congealed into hard Ice, leaſt truſting their out⸗ 
ward talke he be betrayed with their in ward treacher ie. J will 
to Athens, there to tofle my bookes, no moꝛe in Naples ta liue 
with faire leokes. I will ſo frame my ſelte, as all pouth heere- 
after hal rather rei ce to ſee my amendment, then be anima- 
ted to follow my fo:mer life. Philoſophp, Phiſicke, Diuinitie, 
ſhall be my ſtudp. O the hidden ſecrets of Pature, tte expꝛelle 
Image of Moꝛall vertues, the equall ballance of iuſtice, tho 
medicines to heale all diſcaſes , how they begin to delight mee. 
The Axiomaes of Ariſtotle, the Maxims of Iuſtinian, the A- 
phoriſmes of Galen, haue ſodainly made ſuch a bꝛeach into my 


mind, 
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mind, chat Jſceme onelp to defire them, which didonelvearff 
deteſt them. It wit be imployed to the honeſt ſtudy of learning, 
what thing lo pꝛecious as wit: It iu che idle trade of loue, what 
thing mo2e peſtilent then wit: The pꝛofe ok late hath beene 
verified in me, whom Nature hath indued with a little wit, 
which J haue abuſed with an obſtinate wil: moſt true it is, 
that the thing tbe better it is, the greater is the abuſe, and chat 
there is nothing, but thꝛough the malice ok man it map be abn- 
fed. Doth not the fire (an element ſa neceſſacp,that withont it 
man cannot liue) as wel burne the houſe, as burne in the houſe, 
if it be abuſed? Doch not Treacle as wel popſon as helpe, if it 
be taken out of time? Doch not wine if it be immoderatelv ta- 
ken, kill the ſtomacke. inflame the liner, miſchiefe the dzunken- 
Doth not Pbyſick deſtrop ifit be not well tempered⸗Doth not 
abe accule ifit be not rightlp interpꝛeted: Dooth not Dini- 
nitie condemne it it be not faithfully conffrued x Is not popſon 
taken out of the Hony⸗ſuckle by the Spider, venome ont of the 
Roſe by the Canker, dung out ofthe Paple tr by tke Scozpi- 
on:Euen ſo the greateſt wickedneſle is dzawn out of the gr-a- 
feſt wit,if it be abnſed by wil, oꝛ entangled wich the woꝛlde, oz 
inueigled with women. But leeing Jlee mine owne impietie, 
I wil indevour my ſelfe to amend al that is paſt, and to be a 


mirrour of godlineſſe hereafter. The Koſe, though a little it be

in the fire ol zeale, will ſhine bꝛight, and ſmel ſweet, in the noſe- 
thꝛils ol poung Nouices. | 

As therefoze J gaue a farewel to Lucilla, a fareiwel to Na- 
ples, afarewel to women: ſo nowe J giue a farewel tothe 
woꝛld, meaning rather tomacerate my life with melancholy, 
then pine in folly, rather chooſing to die in my ſtudie amiddeſt

Euphues haning thus debated with himſelfe, went to his 
bed, there either with lleepe to deceaue his kancie, oꝛ with mu- 
ſing to renue his ill foꝛtune, oꝛ rec ant his owne follies. But it 
happened immediately Ferardo to returne home, who hearing 
this ſtrange euent, was not a little amazed, and was nowe 
moꝛe ready to erhoꝛt Lucilla fcom the lene ol Curio, then befozs 
to the liking of Philautus, Therfoze in al haſt with watry eyes 
and a woful hart, beganne in this manner to realon wich his 
daughter. | 
Lucilla, Daughter J am aſhamed ts callthce,ſceing thon hall 
neither care of chy Fathers tender affection, noꝛ of thineowne 
credit) what ſpirit hath inchanted thy ſpirit, thateuery minute 
thou altereſt thy mind?F thought that my hoary haires ſhould 
haue found cofo2t by thy golden lockes,z my rotten age greate 
eale. by thy ripe peeres:but alas, J ſee in thee neither wittets 
oꝛder thy doings, neither will to frame thy ſelfe to diſcretion, 
neither the nature of a childe, nepther the nature of a mapden, 
neither (z cannot without tearcs ſpcake it)anpregardto thine 
honour,ncither any care of chine honeſty, 

Jamnowenfozcedto remember thy Pochers death, who, I 
thinke was a P2opheteſle in her life: fo oftentimes ſhe would 
ſap, that thou haddeft moze beautie, then was couenient fo2 ons 
that ſhould be honeſt, and moꝛe cockering then was meete foz 
one that ſhould be a Matron. | 

Would J had neuer liued to be ſo ode, oꝛ thou to be fo obſti⸗ 
nate, either would J had died in mp pouth in the Court, oz thou 
in thy cradle? I would to god that either J had neuer bern boꝛn. 
oz thou neuer bꝛed⸗ Is this the comfo2t that the Parent rea- 
peth foz al his care? Js obſtinacp paped fo2 obedience - ſtub⸗ 
burnneſſe rendered foꝛ duty: malicious deſperatnes foꝛ filiall 
feare: I perceaue nowe that the wiſe Painter ſawe moze then 
the looliſh Parent can, who painted laue going downward, ſay 
ing: it might well deſcend, but aſcend it could neuer. Danaus, 
whom thep-repozt to be the Father of fiftie childꝛen had a. 
mong them all, but one that diſobeped him in a thing mot vic. 


honeſt : but J that am Father to one moze then J would be, al⸗

Af Danaus,ſ&ing but one oł his 
Daughters without awe, became himſelfe without mercie, 
what fhall-Fcratdo doe in this caſe, who hach one and all, mot 
vnnatural to him in a moſt inſt cauſe - Shall Curis enioy the 
fruite ol my trauailes, poſſefle the benefit of my labours, inbe- 
rite the patrimonp of mine aunceſtours, whs hath neither wile 
dome ts increaſe ſhem, noꝛ wit to kepe them? 

Milt thou Lucilla, beffow thy ſelfe on ſuch a ons, as hath 
neither comlineſſe in his bodie, noz knowledge in his minde, 
no: tredite in his Country:; Oh Jwould thou haddeſt eythe. 
been euer faithrul to Philautus, oz neuer faithlefſs to Euphues, 
oz would thou wouldeſt be moꝛe fickle to Curio. As thy beans 
tie hath made thee the blaze of Italic, ſs wil thy lightnelle make 
thee the by-wo;d of the woꝛld. O Lucilla, Lucilla, would chou 
waft leſle faire, and moe foztunate,cpther ofleſſe honour, 83 
greater honeſtp, either better minded, oz ſone buried. 

Shall thine olde Father liue to ſee thee match with a poung 
Foole: Shall my kinde heart be rewarded with ſuch vnkind 
hate: Ah Lucilla, thou knoweft not che care of a Father nog 
the dutie ofa Child and as larre thou art from pietie, as J front 
crueltie. Nature will not permit mee to diſherite my Daugh - 
ter, and pet it will ſuffer thee to diſhonour thy Father. Aﬀectt- 
on cauſeth mee to wiſh thy life, and ſhall it entice ther to p20- 
cure my deach? It is mine onelp comfoꝛt to ſe thee flouriſh in 
thy pouth, and it is thine to ſet mee lade in mine age. To con- 
clude, A deſire to lius to ſe the pꝛoſper, and thou to ſ me pers 
riſh. 

But whp taſt J che effect of his vnnaturalneſſe in thy tœth. 
ſeeing J my ſelfe was the cauſe 2 J made the a Woman, and 
thou haſt made mee a ole: A bzought the vp like a Coakes, 
and thou haſt handled mee like a Cockſcombe (J ſpeake it to 
mine owne ſhame,) I made mozc of thee then became a Fa. 
ther, and thon leſſe of mee then beſemcd a childe. And ſhall my 
louing care bee cauſe ot thy wicked crueltie? Yea, pea, 3 am 
not the firſt that hath bene too carefull, noz the laſt that yall 
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de handled fo vnkindly: it is common to les Fathers too lende, 
and childzen to rs ward. 1 | 

Well Lucilla, the teares which thou ſelf trickle downe my 
chekes and my dzops of blood (which thon cantt not ſee) that 
fall tcom my hart, entoʒce me to make an end ol my talke:and 
ifthouhane any dutie ofa child, oʒ care of a friend, oʒ curteſie et 
a franger,o; fling of a Chꝛiſtian, oꝛ humilitie of a reaſonable 

creature,then releaſe thy father of griefe, and acquite <p ſelfs 
- ef bugratefulnes; Otherwiſe thou ſhalt but haſten my death, 
increaſe thy ownedefame. Mhich ifthou doo, the gaine is 
mine, and the loſſe thine, and both infinite. 
Lucilla, either ſo be witched that ſh& could not relent, oz ſo 
wicked, that che could not y&ld to her Fathers requeſt, aun · 
ſwered him on this manner. 
Dere Father, as pou would hane me to ſhew the dntie of a- 
Child ko ought pon to ſhewe the care of a Parent, fv; as the 
one ſtandech in obedience, fo the other is grounded vpon reaſon, 
Pon would haue me, as J owe dutie to pou, ta leaue Curio, and 
A deſire yon as pou owe mee anie good lode, that pon ſuffer me 
to enioy him: It pon accuſe me of vnnaturalnes in that J peld 
not to pour requeſt, Jam allo to condemne you of vnkindnes in 
that pou grant not tomy petition.You obiect J knoiv not chat 
to Curio, but it is the eve of the Paiſter that fatteth thehozſe, 
and the loue of the woman that maketh the man. 
To giue reaſon foz fancie, were to weigh the fire, and mea- 
ſure the wind. Jftherfoze my delight be the cauſeof pour death. 
I think mp ſoꝛrow would be occaſion of pour lolace. And it pou 
be angry becauſe J am pleaſed ,certes I deme pon would bes 
content if I were diſcaled : which il it bee fo, that my pleaſure 
bꝛerd pour paine, and mine annop pour top, J map wel ſap tha: 
vou are an vnkinde Father, and J an vnfa2tunate Child. But 
god Father, either content your lelfe with my choice, oz let me 
tand ts the maine chaunce,atherviſe,the griefe wil bee mine, 
and the fault pours, and both intollerable, 

Ferardo, ſ&ing his Daughter to haue neither regard ol her 
honour noz his requeſt, conceiued ſuch an inward idle ths 4

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choꝛt lpacehe died, lzaning Lucilla the onely heire of his lands, 
and Curio to poſleſſe chem: but what end came of her, ſeeing 
if is nothing ins ident ts the hiſtoꝛy ol Euphues, it were ſuper- 
lluous to inſert it, mdſoincredibls, that all women would ra- 
ther wonder at it, then belerue it: which euent being lo ſtrange, 
A had rather leaue them in a muſe what it ould be, then in a 
maze in telling what it was. 

Philautus hauing intelligence of Euphues his ſucteſſe, and 
the falſhood of Lucilla, although he began to reioyce at the mi- 
ſery of his fellcw, pet ſeeing her ficklenes, couldnotbutlament 
her folly. and pittie his friends miſ-foztune, Thinking chat the 
lightnes ef Lucilla intiſed Euphues to ſo great liking. 

Euphues and Philautus, hauing conference bett ne them⸗ 
lelues, caſt ing diſcurteſie in the teeth each to the other , but 
chielly not ing dillopaltie in p demeanoꝛ of Lucilla, after much 


taltze, renued their old friendſhip, both abandoning Lucilla ag 
moſt abhominable: 


Philautus was earneſt to haue Euphues tarrie in Naples, & 
Euphues dellrous tohaue Philautus to Athens, but tze one was 
ſo addicted to ths Court, the other ſo wedded to che Uninerfitte, 
chat each reſaſed the offer of the other: yet this they agrerd be- 
tweene themlelues.that though their bodies were by diſtance 
of place ſcuered, pet the coniundction of their mindes, ſhouldne- 
uer be ſeperated by the length of time, o2 alienated by change 
of ſople. A fo mp part, ſaid Euphues, to confirme this league 
giue the my hand and ip hart, and ſo likewiſe did Philautus, 
and ſo ſhaking hands, they bid each other fare · well.

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inſtant and impoꝛztunate ſute of their acquaintance,refuſe a tũ⸗ 
ning Pilot, end ehoſean vnſkilkul Mariner, vhich hazardeth 
the Ship, and themſelues in the ealmeſt Sen. 

God God, can tere be any that haththe name ofa Father 
which wil eſleeme moꝛe the fancy ol his friend, tlen thenurture 
of his Bonne It was not in vaine, that Crates wauld often ſap, 
that if it were lawtull euen in the market plate hee wouiderie 
ont: Whether rannte you Fathers, which haue all peur carke 
and care to multiply pour wealth nothing regarding pour chi. 
dꝛen vnto whom poumuſtleaue all. In this they reſemble him 
tr very curious about the ſhoc, and hat no care of the 
te. 

Beſide this, there are many Fa hers ſo inflamed with the 
tone of wealth, that they be as it were incenſed with hate a⸗ 
gainſt their childꝛen, which Ariſtippus ſeeing in an old miſer, 
did partlp note it. T his old miſer aſking of Ar:{tippus,what he 
would take to teccy and bꝛing vp his Sonn, zunſwered a thou⸗ 
ſand groates: a thouſand groates? God ſheld aunſwered, this 
old huddle. can haue two Seruants of that peice. Anto luhom 
he made aunlwer, thou ſhalt haue two Seruants 4one Sonn, 
and whether wilt thou lell :? 4s it not abſurd to haue ſo great a 
care of the riglit hand ol ehe child to cut his meate, that iſhee 
handle his knife in the lekt hand, we rebuke him ſeuerelp, and 
to bs ſecure ot his nurture in diſcipline and learning: But that 
doe happen to thole Parents that bing vp their childzen like 
wantons? 

WMhen their Soanes ſhal growe to mans eſtate, diſdaining 
Aolwe to be coꝛreded, ftubburne to obeie,giningthemlſclues tg 
vaine pleafures,and vnſeemely paſtimes, then with the fooliſh 
Trewant thep begin to ware wiſe, and to repent them ok their 
fo:mer folly, when their Sonnes ſhal inſinuate themſelues in 
the company of flatterers, a (Kinde of men moze perillous to 
pouch, then any kind of Beaſts.) When they ſhal t aunt Yar- 
tots,frequent TCauerns, be curious in their attire, coſtly in their 
diet, careleſſe in their behauiour, when they ſhal either be tom⸗ 
mon Dicers with GameTers, either wantö dalliers with La- 
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dies, either ſpend all their thzift in Wine, oꝛ all their wealth on 
wImen:then the Father curſech his own lecuritie, and lamen- 
tethtoo late the childs miſ· foꝛtuno, then the one accaſcth his 
Sire, as it were of malice, that he mould not bꝛing bim vp in 
learning, and himſelic of miſchiefe that he gaue not his minde 

to good letters. Il theſe youths had been trained vp in the com 
panp of any Philoſopher, they would neuer haue been ſo diſlo⸗ 
lute in their lite, oz ſoreſolnte in their owne conccits. 

It is god nurture that leadech ta vertue, and difcreete demca- 

nour that plainech the path to feiicity. 
Il one haue either the gifts of foztune, as great riches, oꝛ of 
Nature, as ſcemelp perſonage,he is to be diſpiſed in reſpec of 
learning. To be a noble man if is moſt excellent, but that is our 
Aunceſtoꝛs, as Vliſſes ſaid to Aiax, as foꝛ our nobility, our fock 
our kindꝛed, and whatſorner we our ſelues haue not done, 
ſcarcely aces unt ours. Riches are pꝛetious, but foꝛtune ruleth 
the toſt, which oftentines taketh awap all from them chat haue 
much, and giucth them moꝛe which hach nething. Glozie is a 
thing wozthy to be followed, but as it is gotten wich great tra 
uaile, lo is it loft in a ſmall time. 

Beauty is ſuch a thing that we commonly pꝛefer before at 
things, pet it vadeth beioze we perceaue it to flonriſh: Health 
is that which all men deſire pet euer ſubiect to anp diſcsſe: 
Strength is to be wiſhed foꝛ, pet is it either abated with an A- 
gue, oꝛ taken away with age: Whoſocuer thert foꝛc boaſteth 
of foꝛce, it is too beaſtlp, ſeeing that he is in that qualitp nt to be 
compared with Beafs,as the Lion, the Bull, the Elephant; 

It is vertue., pea vertue, Gentlemen, that maketh Gentle: 
men, chat makcth the pooꝛe rich, the baſe bozne noble, the lab⸗ 
ke a ſoueraigne, the defozmed beautiful , the ſiek, whole: the 
weake,ffrong:;the moſt miſerable, moſt happp. There are two 
pꝛintipall and peculier gifts in the nature of man, Knowledge, 
and Realon: the one commaundeth, the other obepeth . theſe 
things neyther the whirling wherle of FFoꝛtune can change, nei⸗ 
ther the deceitful canelling of wozlblings ſeperate neither lick ⸗ 
neſſe abate, neyther age aboliſh. | 
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At is onely knowledge which wozne with peeres,wareth 
young , and when all thinges are cut away with the Sickle of | 
Time, knowledge flouriſheth ſo high, that Time cannot reach 
tt. War taketh all things with it euen as tt e whirle pocle, pet 
muſt it leaue learning behind it, wherfoze it was wilcly auR, 
ſwered in my opinion of Stilpo the Philoſopher: oꝛ whe De- 
metrius won the Cittp, and made it euen to the ground, leauing 
nothing fanding, he demanded ol Stilpo, whether he had lol 
any thing ol his in this great ſpoile, vnts whom he aunſwered, 
no verily, foꝛ war getteth no ſpoilc of vertue. 

Unto the litze ſence map the anſwere ef Socrates be applied, 
when Gorgias aſkedbim whether he thought the Perſian king 
happy oꝛ not? Jknow not ſaid be. how much vertue and diſct. 
pline he hath:foz happineſſe doth not conſiſt in the giftes of foꝛ- 
tune, but in tze grace of vertug. But as thers is nothing moꝛe 
tonuenient then inftruction koꝛ pouth , ſo would J haue them 
nurtured in ſuch a place as is renowmed fo? learning, voydof 
corrupt manners, vndefiled with vice, that leeing no vaine de⸗ 
lights, they may p moze eaſily abſtame from licentious defies. 

They that ſtudy to pleale the multitude, are ſure to diſpleaſe p 
wiſe: they that ſeeme to flatter rude people wich cer rude pꝛe⸗ 
tences, leuell at great hons2,hauing no aime at honeſty. When 
J was heere a ſtudent in Atliens, it was thought a great com. 
mendation fo: a poung Scholler to make an Ozation Extem⸗ 
poꝛe, but certainly in my indgement it is vtterly to be condem⸗ 
ned fo2 whatſoeuer is done rachly, is done alſo ratolp: tee that 
tabeth vpon him to ſpeake without pꝛemeditatisn, tnoweth 
neither how to begi.1,no2 where to end but kalling into a vaing 
of babling, vitereth choſe things which with modeſty he ſhauld 
haue concealed, and foꝛgetteth thoſe things, that beloze he had 
conceaucd.An Oꝛation either penned, either pꝛemeditated. k&- 
peth it ſelfe within the bound ol Decorum. J haue reade that 
pericles being at ſundꝛv times called of pᷣ people to ple ad would 
alwayes aunſwere that he was not ready: euen after the tame 
maner Demoſthenes being ſent foꝛ to declatine amidſt p mul 
kitude, ſcaid, and ſaid, Jam not pct pꝛouided. 4 
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And in his innecine again Midas, he ſœmech to praiſe the 


pꝛofitablenes of pzemeditation, J conkeſle ſaith he, per Atheni- 


ans, that J haue ſtudied and conſidered depely with my ſelle 


what to ſpeake, foꝛ J were a ſot, ik without doe conſideration 
had ol thoſe things that are to be ſpoken, 3 ſhould haue ſpoken 
vnadniledly. But J ſpeake this not to this ende, to condemns 
the ere rciſt ot the wit, but that J would not haue any young 
Scvoller spenly to exerciſe it, but when be ſhould growe both 
| inage andeloquence ,inſomuch as he ſhall though great vic 
and god memozp be able aptly to conceaue, and readilp to vt- 
ter anything, then this ſaping Trtempoze,b:ingethan admi- 


ration and delight to the auditoꝛie, and ſingular pꝛaple and com 


| mendation to the Oꝛatour. Foz as hee that hath longe time 
bene fettered with chaines, being releaſed, haltech chꝛough 
the koꝛce ol his lo :mer p2ons, ſo hte that hathbeene vſcd to a 
| Crictkind of pleading, when hee ſhall talke Crtcmpoze , will 
lauour ok his koꝛmer penning. But if any will vſe it as it Were 

| ap:cccpt fo pouth to talke Extempoꝛe, hee will in time bring 
then to an immoderate kind of humilitie.

Though | 
the Nole be ſwete, yet being tied with the Wiolet, the (mell is | 
moꝛe fragrant:though meat nouriſh, yet hauing godſauour,it } 
pꝛoudketh appstite. The faireſt Noſegap is made cfmany flo- 
wers, che fineſt picture offund)y colours, the wholſomeſt medt⸗ 
cines of diuers hearbes : wherefoze it behooneth pouth wich all 
induſtry ta ſearch not onely tho hard queſtions of the Philoſa, 
phers, but alſo the fine caſes ofthe Lawyers, not oncly p quirks 
and quiddities of che Logitians,but alſo to haue a ſight in the 
numbers ok Arith meticians , Triangles and Circles of the 
Geometricians, the Sphere and Globe of the Aſtrologians, the 
notes and crochets of the Bnſitjans, the odd conceits of the Po 
ets, the ſimples of the hiſtions, and in allchings, to the ende 
that when they ſhal be willed to talke ol any of them, they may 
be ignoꝛant in nothing. 

Her that hath a Garden plot doch as wel ſawe the Pothearb 
as the Pargerom, as wel the Leeke as the Lilly,as well che 
wholſom Hilop as the faire Carnation, che which he doch, to the 
intent he map haue wholſome hearbs as wel to nouriſh his in. 
ward parts, as ſwæte flowers to pleaſe his outward deſire, as 
well fruitfall plants to refreſh his ſences, as faire ſhewes to 
pl. aſe his ſight. Caen ſo, whoſoeuer that hatha ſharpe and ca- 
pable it. let him as wel giue his mind to ſacred knowſodge of 
diuinitp, as to the pzotound ſtudp of Philoſophy that by his wit 
he map net only reape pleaſure but pꝛofit, not only contentatis 
of mind, but quietnes in conſcience. I wil pꝛocæd in the Edu⸗ 
cation. 

J would haue them firſt of alts followe Philoſophp,as mod 
ancient,yea,molt oxcelent, fo as it is pleaſant to paſſe thzongh 
manp faire Citties, but moſt pleaſant to dwell in the faire: 
enen ſo, to read many Hiſkoztes and Arts it is pleaſant, but as 
it werets lodge with Philoſophy moſt p:ofitable, 

It was pꝛetily ſayd of Bionthe Philoſopher:Enen as when

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the woders could not haue the company of Penelope, thep ran 
to her hand- maides: ſo thep that cannot attaine to the kno w- 
ledge of Phyloſophy, apply theyz mindes to things moſt vile 
ad cantemptible.Wherefoze we muſk pꝛekerre Phploſophp, 
nus the onclp Pzinceſle of all Sciences, and other Aris as way- 
ting maides. 
| . Fozthecuring andk&ping in temper of the bodie, man by 
his induſtry hath found two things, Phiſicke md Exerciſe, the 
one cureth fickenes,the othor pzeſerneth the bodie in temper, but 
there is nothing chat map heale diſcaſes, oz cure wounds of the 
minde, but onely Philoſophy. Bp this ſhall we learne what is 
> honef:what diſhoneſt: what is right, what is w2ong: and that 
J map in one woꝛd ſay what map be ſaid, what is to be known, 
bbhat is to be auoided: how we ought to obep our Parents, re- 
uerence ont Elders, entertaine Strangers, honoz Pagiſtcates 
loue our Friends, line with our Mues, vle our ſeruants. How 
* weſhould wozſhip God, bee dutifullto our Fathers, ſtand in 
abe of our Superiours, obep Law,giue place to Officers, how 
we map chooſe Friends, nurture our Childzen, and that which 
is moſt noble, how we ſhould neither be too pꝛoude iu pꝛoſperi- 
tie, neither pen ſiue in aduerſitie, neither lite beaſtes ouercome 
in.] with anger. * 
And here 3 cannot but lament Athens, thich hantng bene 
al wapes the nurſe of Philoſophers, doth now nourtſh onelp the 
name of Philoſophy. Foz to ſpeake plainelp of the diſozder of 
Athens, ſcho doth not ſe it and ſozrowe at it? Such plaping at 
Dice, ſuch quaffing ol dꝛinke, ſuch dalliance with women, fuch 
dauncing, that in mine opinion, there is no quaffer in Flaun- 
ders ſagtuen to tippeling, no Courtier in Italie ſo giuen to riot, 
no creature in the woꝛld ſo milled, as a Student in Athens. 
Such aconfuſton of degrees that the Scholler knoweth not 
his dutie to the Bacheloꝛ, noꝛ the Bachcloꝛ to the Paiſter, noz 
the aiſter to the Docto2, Such cozruption of manners, con⸗ 
tempt ol Pagiſtrates, ſuch open ſinnes, ſuch pꝛiuie villanie, 
luch quarrelling in the ſtreets, ſuch ſubtile pꝛadiſes in Cham- 
when bers, as makech mp hart to melt with ſozrow to think ok it, and 
the h © , ſhould 
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ſhouldcauſe your minds Gentlemintohbe'peniteatto remem. 
ber if. Pozeouer, who dooth knoty u Scholler by his habſte#3s 
there any hat ofſo inſcemoly a fathion, anpdoabtlet ol ſo long a 
walt, anyhoſe foſhozt, any 1 ſo coſtip o ſo cout · 
lie, eicher ſo ſtrange in making, oz ſs monſfrous in wearing; 
chat is not wozre of a Scholler: haue they not now 10 fine 
black cloth, blark Meluet, in ſteede of courſe Sach- cloth; f 
Silke?

like — then Students, moꝛe like Ruffiang of Na- 

ples then diſpatersof Athens? J would to God they did not 
imitateallother Nations in the vice of the ininde,as chey bo in 
the attire of the bodie: F62 certainoly ;':as there is uo Nation, 
whole faſhion in apparrel they dos not vſe, ſo there is no wic⸗ 
kedneſſepubliſhodin-any place that they do not pzactiſe, ' 

"Athinkethatin Sodom and Gomozra,there was neuer moze 


nithines, neuer moꝛe pꝛide in Rome, moze puyloning in Italp, 


moe lying in Crett, moꝛe palule ſpopling in Spayne, moze — 
latry in Egypt, then is at chis dap in Athens, neuer ſuchſegs 
among the Heathens, ſuch Scilmes among the Turkes, ſuch 
miſ-belecfe among the Infidels,as is now among Scho'lers; 
Be therenot manpin Athens which e no 
redemption, no reſurrection? 

What ſhame is this Gentiemen, chat a pla ce fo riniohitied 
fozgodlearning, Gould: bee fo ſhamed ken ill liaing? That 
where grace doth abaund, ſinne ſhould ſo ſn yerabound?Thal 
where the greateſt pzofefion of knowledge is, there ſhould alſo 
betbeteaftp:actifing of honeſtie. J hate read of mam Uni. 
nerſities: as of Padua in Italie, Paris in Fraunte Wittenberge 
in Germanie, in England: of Oxford Cuimbridge, which it they 
were 98 ill as Athens, thep wert to to bad and as J haue 

beard, as thep be, they be fatke naught. But J can ſpcake the 
delle againſt them,foz that was neuer in them, vet tan J not 


chooſe hut be græœued, that by repoꝛt 3 am enſoted racher to 


accuſe them ol vanitie, then excule them any wap. Ah Gentle- 
men, what is to be losked ſoz, nap ; what is not to be feared, 


khenthe Temple ol Veſta hene Wirgins thould live, i 05 
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tor tewes kxought with Strumpets; when the Altar where 
nothing but ſanctity and holines ſhould be vſed, is polluted with 
vncleanneſſe, when the UAniuerſities of Chziftendeme, which 
ſhould be the eyes. the lights, the leauen, the ſalt, the feafoning 
| of the Wozld, are dimmed; with blinde concupiſence, put out 
with pꝛide, and haueloft their ſauour with impietie. Js it not 
become a by⸗woꝛd among the common people, that they had 
rather ſend theyꝛ Chylyzen to che Cart then to the Uniuerſitte, 
being induced ſo ta ſap, fo2 the abuſe that raigneth in the Unt- 
nerſities, who ſending their ſonnes ts attaine knowledge, find 
them little better learned, but a great deale wozſe lined then 
when thep went: and not onely vnthꝛitts of their money, but 
alſo banquerouts ot good manners. Mas not this the cauſe that 
tauſed a ſtmyle woman in Greece to extlaime againſt Athens, 
ſaying: The aiſter and the Schollers , the Tutoꝛ and the Pw 
pill be both agreed, fo the one careth not howe little pain hk 
taketh ſoz his monte. the other hol little learning. J perteiue 
that in Athens there is no changelings: when of olde it was 
ſapd to a Lacedemonian, that all the Grecians kiiew honeſty, 
bat not one p:aciſed it. : P 
 WthenPanthznea were celebꝛated in Athens, an olde man 
going to take a place, was mockinglpreieced , at the laſt, com- 
ming among the Lacedemonians, al the ponth gaue him place, 
wich the Athenians liked well ol. Then one ofthe Spartans, 
tryed om: Werilie the Athenians know what ſhould be done, 
but they neuer do tit. When one of the Lacedemonians had 
bene fo2 a certaine time in Athens, ſeeing nothing but daun 
aing, dicing, banquetting;lurfetting, and licentious behauioz, 
teturning home, he was aſked how allthingesfoodin Athens, 
Ito wham he anſwered, althinges are honeſt there, meaning, 
that the Athenians accounted al things good, a nothing bad. 
vou much abuſesſhouldo2 might be redzeledin al Uniuer- 
ſities, eſpecially in Athens, i A were of anthozitie to cùmand, 
it hould be ſcene, 02 ol credite to perſwade thoſe that haue the 
dealing with them, it ſhould loone be ſhowen. And vntill J ſ& 
eiter refozmation in When e poung Epherbus den 
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narfared in Atheos. J haue ſpoken all, that pou Gentlemen 
might ſte, how the Philolophers in Athens pzadiſe nothing leue 
then Philoſophy , what Scholler is he that is zealous at his 
Wooke as Chriſippus, who had not his Papde Meliſſa thzuſt 
— 8 mouth , had. periſhed with famine, being alwaies 
Who fo watchtaltas Ariſtotle; who going to bedde, would 
baue a ball ot Bꝛalle in his hand, that if he ſhould bo taken in a 
lumber, it might fall and wake him? No, no, the times axe 
changed, as Ouid ſayth, and we are changed in the times, let 
vs endeuvur euerie oneto amend one, and we ſhall ſoone be a. 
mended : let vs giue no occaſton ot repꝛoch, and we ſhall moꝛs 
eaſily beare the burden offalſerepsztes. And as we ſee by lear⸗ 
ning what we ſhould dae, ſo let vs do as weſlearne, then ſhall. 
Athens flauriſh, then ſhall the Studients be had ingreatrepn-- 
kattan, then chall learning haue his hire, and enerie good Scho 

ler his hope. But returne we ones againe to Philozʒz 
There is among it men a trifols kind ot life. . Aciue, which 
is about cinill function and adminiftration of tho Common - 
weale: Speculatiue, which is continnall meditation and cu · 
die: The third is a lite led, moſt commonly a lewd like, an idle 
and a vaine lite, the life that the Epicures account the ir whole 
felicity ; avolaptuonslife, repleniſhed with al kind of vanitie, 
il this actinelife bs withont Philoſophy, it is an idle lile, oz at 
leafalife iuil imployed , which is wozle: if the confemplating 
life be ſeparated fromehe actiue, it is moſt vyp;ofitable.J would 
therefozehanemp youth ſo to beſtow his ſcudie, as he map be 
bothererciſedin the common weale to common: piofit,and wel 
imployed pziuatly foz his owne perfection,ſo'as by his ſfudy the 
rule he ſhal bearemay be directed, and by his gouernment his- 
ſtudie map be increaſed: in this manner did Pericles deale in 
eiuill aftaires: after this ſozt did Archicasthe Tatentine, Dyon 
the Syracuſiab, the Theban Epaminciidgs gouerne thepz Ci; 
ties. 


For the erertile of the body, tt is nerellarie alta fome-what 
headed, that is, that the Child ſhould be at ſuch times permit 
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ted ko reerente himſelfe, when dis minde is overrome with ffn- 
dielea't Fill: dulling Himſelfe with okermuch/induſtrie he be⸗ 
come vaſtt aſterward to concetue readilp : Veſtdosthis ,it will 
cauteun apt diſpoſition and natur all ſtrength, that ifbefoze re- 
tapned. A good compoſition of the bodie, lapeth a god loundati⸗ 
on of old age, lo asinthvlyire Sommer we piepare allthinges 
neceTarie loʒ the cold ,(ogood manners in pouch, and 
law full exerciſes, be as it wers viitualis and riouriſhment fo) 
age, yet are their labours and paſtimes ſo to be tempered, chat 
thep weakeit not their bodies moze by play, chen other wile they 
ch duld haue done by fudy': and be to be vſed,” chat they addict 
not chemſelues mize tothe ererciſs bfthelimbs ,'then che follo- 
wing of learning: the greateſt enemies to diſcipline, as Plato 
fecounteth,arelabours,adflepe. 

It is allo requiſite chat he be expert in martiall affaires, in 
ſhaokhg,in darting that he hawke and hunt, foz his honelt pa- 
linie and recreation; And ik alter all theſe paſtimes , he ſhall 
kreme ſecure, nothing regarding his bookes : J would not haue 
dim ſcourged with >ripes, but th2eatned with wozdes, not 
duſted with blowes fikeferaants , the which the-moze they are 
denten the better they beare it, and the leſſe they care foz it: fo 
Chydzen of good diſpoſition,are either intited by pꝛaile to goe 
fozward , oz aſhamed bp diſpꝛaiſe to commit the like offerice: 
thoſe of obſtinate and blockich behaniour , are neither with 
woꝛdes tobe perſwaded, nepther with fripes to be cozrected. 

hey maſt now be taunted with ſharperebukes, fraightwaies 
admdnithed with fapꝛe wozdes, now thꝛeatned a payment, by 
and by pꝛomiled a reward, and dealt withall as Nurſes do with 
their Babes, whom after they haue made to cry, they p2offer 
Wut diligent heede maſt be taken, that he be not pꝛailed a- 
done meatureleaft landing too much inhisowne conseit, hee 
becommeth obltinate-in his owne opinions. J haue knowne 
many Fathers, whoſe great loue towards their Sonnes, hach 
1 bene the cauſe in time that they loued them not: foꝛ when they 
Ice tharpe wit in their Sanne to conceiue, fo; the defire ther 
1 O3 haue, 
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hane, that . — aut: xunne bis fell wes, they loade him 
with continnall exerciſe, which is the enely cauſe that he fins 
ket vnder the þurthen, and giuech ouer in the plant Fielde:

Euphues hauing diſcourſed thus with himſelt, did im:nedi⸗ 
atly abandon al igbt.companie,all the diſputations in ſchwles 
ol Philoſophy,+ ganehimſelfe to the Touch · lone of holines 
in Diuinity accounting all ocher things as moſt vile and cons 


lemptible.

C Euphues to the Gentlemen Schollers in 
Athens. 


He Perchant that trauaileth fo: gaine, the Hul⸗ 
bandman that topleth fo2 increaſe, the LaWyer 
that pleadech foꝛ gold, the Crafts -man that (&©- 
kech to liue by his laboꝛ, all theſe after they haue 
katted themſelues with ſufficient, either tak their 
eaſe, oꝛ leſſe paine then they were accuſtomed: Hippomanes 
ceaſed to run when ſhe had gotten the goale: Hercules to la- 
bour when he had obtained the victoꝛ p: Mercurie to pipe then 
he had caſt Argus in a ſlumber, Cuerp action hath his ende, 
then we leaue to lweat when we haue found the ſweete. The 
Ant chough ſhe tople in Sommer, pet in Winter Hee leauech 
to trauaile. The Be though ſhe delight to ſuck the faire flow- 
er, pet is ſhe at the laſt cloped with the honp. The Spider that 
weauech the fineſt th:ed,ceaſeth at the laſt, when ſhe hach fini-- 
ſhed her webbe. But ia the action and ſtudie of the mind ( gen⸗ 
tlemenj it is farre otherwile, foz hee that taſtech the ſtwerte of 
learning, endurech all the lo wer of labour. Her that ſerkech che 
depth of knowledge. is as it were in a Labozinth, in the uhich 
the farther he goeth, the fartherhe ts from the ende: oꝛ like the 
Bird in the lime · buch which che moꝛe ſhe ſtriuech to get out 
the kaſter ſhe ſticketh in. 

And certainely it map be ſaid of learning, as it was fained of 
Ne ctar, the dꝛink ofthe Gods the which the moꝛe it was dꝛun 
ken, the moꝛe it would ouerflow the bzim ofthe Cup, neither 
is it karre vnlike the lone that groweth in the Niuer ol Curia, 
the which the moꝛe it is cut, the moꝛe it fncreafeth. 

And it fareth with him that followeth it, as with him that 
hath the WDꝛopſie, who the moꝛe he dꝛinketh, the moꝛe he thir⸗ 
ſteth. Therefoze in my mind, the Studient is at leſle eaſethen 
the Dre that dꝛaweth, sꝛ the Alle that caricth his burthẽ, who

But as in mannarie crafts,thongh they be all good, pet that 
is counted moſt noble, that is moſt neceſlarie:ſo in the actions 
and ſtudies of the mind, although they be all woꝛthie, pet that 
deſeruech greateſt pꝛapſe uhich bzingeth greateſt pꝛofit. And 
ſp we commonly doe make the veſt account of that, which doch 
vs moſt good. Me e ſtæme better of the Phiſition that mini⸗ 
ſtrech the potion, chen of the Apothicarie that ſelleth the dꝛugs. 
How much moꝛe ought we with all diligence, ſtudie, and in⸗ 
duſtrie,to ſpend our ſhozt pilgrunage, in the ſeeking out of our 
faluation, Waine is Philoſophy, vain is Phifick, vain is Law, 
vaine is all iearning. without the taſte of Dinine knowledge. 
{ wasdeterminedto waite notes of Philoſophis, which has 
beene to feede pou fat with follie: pet that J might ſceme net- 
ther idle, neither pou euill imploped, I haue heere ſet vown a 
bꝛie fe diſcaurſe, which ol late J haue had with an Mereticke, 
wr ich kept me krom idlenes, and map tk you read it, deter pot 
from hereſte. It was wich an Atheiſt, a man in mine opinion 
monſtrous, vet tradable to be perſwaded. By this you ſhal ler 
the abſurd dotage of him that thinketh there is no God, oꝛ an 
vnſuticient God:pet here ſhall pou find the ſumme of Faith, 
which tuſtifieth onelp in Chꝛiſt, the weaknes ofthe Law, che 
ſtrength of the Goſpel,and the knowledge of Gods wil. Mere 
ſhall yon finde hope if you be in dilpaire:comfozt, tf pou be di- 
ſtreſſed:it thou thirſt, dꝛink :mcate if pou hunger. It poufeate 
Moſes, who laith: Mithout pou fulfill the Law, you ſhal pe⸗ 
riſh:behold Chꝛiſt, which ſaith, J haue oucrcome the Lawe, 
And that in theſe deſperate dapes, wherein ſo manp Secs 
are ſowne, as in py wapning ofthe woꝛld, wherin lo manp falſe 
Chꝛiſts are come, pou might haue a certaintie of pour ſaluati 
on, I meane to ſet downe the Touch - ſtone, wherunto euerp 
one ought to truſt, and by the which euerp one ſhould try him 
lelle: which ik pon follow, J doubt not, but that as pon haue 


pꝛoued learned Philoſophers,you wil alſo pzoreede AY 
Diuines, which God grant. 
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THEOS, JamgladEVPHVES, that 
Ih uc feund <&e8ticiſuare, and parity chat J 
miggt be merrie, and partly that 7 might bee 
perſwaded in a thinge that much troubleth my 
conicience. It is concerning GOD, There 
ve many that are of this mind, chat there is a G O D, whom 
they tearme the Creatoꝛ ot an things: a God, whom they call 
the Donne the Redeemer ol the wod: a God wheme they 
name the holy Ghoſt, the wezker of al things, the Comforter, 
the Spirit:and pet they are of this opinion alſo, chat chep bes 
but one God, coequal in power, incompꝛehenũble. and pet a 
Trinity in perlon. J foʒ my part, altheugh J am not ſo credu· 
tous to belceue their curious opinions, pet am J deſtrous 
toheare the reaſons that ſhould dꝛiue them vntd ſuch lond and 
frantick imaginatiõs. F02 asJ know nothing to be ſo abſard, 
vhich ſome of the Philoſophers haue not dekended o think J 
nothing fo erroneus, dich leme of our Cacholickes haue nok 
maintat ted. there were as diuers dꝛeame, a God that weld 
renenge the oppꝛeſſion of the widdowes, and fatherlefTe. that 
would reward thezealeofthemerciful,pitty the pœꝛe, and pay 
don the penitent, then wold the people either ſtand in greater 
abe, oʒ owe moꝛe loue towards their God. 
J remember Tullie ditputing of the nature oł Gods, bzin- 
geth Dio niſius às a ſcoffer of ſuch vaine and deuiſed deniſes 
who ſeing Æſculapius with a long heard ot golde, t Apollo 
his lacher beardleſſe, plaped the Barber, ſhaued it from him, 
faying:At was nat decent chat the ſonne ſhould haue a beard 
and the father none. D&ing allo Iupiter with an oꝛnament of 
gold, toke it from him ieſting thus: In Sommer this arrap is 
tos heauie, in Minter two cold, heere J leaue one of Mollen, 
both warmer foz the cold, and lighter foꝛ che heate. Me com · 
ming alſo into the Temple, where certaine ofthe Gods wich 


aden gilts ſtretched outtheir hands, tere them away, n= 
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ing: Mho wil beſo mad, as to refule things ſo genttie offered? 
Wot chou not ſee Euphues, vhat ſmal accoũt he made of their 
Goos: Fo: at laff,ſapling info the Country with a pꝛoſperous 
winde, he laughing layd: Loe, ſee pou not my maiũ ers howe 
wel the gods reward our ſacriledge. J could rehearſe infinite 
opinions ot excellent men, who in this point hold an my fide, 
but eſpecially Py ſthagoras- nd in my indgement, if there be a 
u God, it is the World wherein we liue, that is the onely God. 

What can we behold moꝛe noble then the woꝛld, moꝛe fapze, 
moꝛe beautiful, moze gloꝛious:? Mhat moze maieſfical to the 
ght, oꝛ moꝛe conſtant in ſubſtance/ But this by the may Eu- 
phues, 3 haue greater 4mo2e fo2cible arguments to conſirme 
mine opinion, d to confute the errour oł theſe, chat imagine 
that there is a god, but firſt J would gladly here thee ſhape an 
aunl were to chat which J haue ſaid:foz wel F knoſb, that chou 
art not only one ol thoſe which beleue that there is a Cod, but 
of them alſs which are ſo pzeciſe in honouring bun, that thep 
be ſcarce wiſe in helping themſetnes. | 

Euphues. Af my hope Atheos were not better te conuert 
the, chen my hap was heers to conferre with thee, my heart 
would bzeake with griefe,ubich beginnech ſreſhly to bleede 
foz fozrow: Thonhaſt ſtroken me into fuch a ſhiuexing t colp 
terrour,at the rehearſing ofthis <p monſtrous opinion, that 
J loke euerp minute when the ground ſhould open to ſwal, 
low the vp, and that God which thou knoweſt not, thoulde 
with thunder frombeanen ftrike theeto hell. 
| Was thers ener Barbarigg ſo cencelelTe,cuertiaiſcreant fo 
barbarous, that didnotacknowledge a liuing a cuerlaging 
Iehouahꝰ J cannot but tremble at the remembzannce of his 
PaiefFy, and doſt thou make a mockerie: O iniquity of times, 
O cozruption of manezs, O blaſphemp againſt the Beanen, 
The Heathen man ſatth, yea, that Tully whom thouthy ſeife 
Aleadgeſt,that theres no Nation ſo barbarous,ns kinde of 
people ſo ſauage, in who there reſleth not this perſwaſio,that:

He is euen a cenſu- 
ming fire, the God of teueng, the God ofiudgement, the liuing 
God, the ſearcher of the raines, he that made all things or no- 
thing, Alpha and Omega, the beginning, and pet without be. 
ginning:the end, and pet euerlaſting. One at whole bꝛeath the 
Mountaines ſhall ſhake, whole ſeate is the loftie Cher ubing, 
whoſe foote-ftoole is theearth. Inuiſible, pet ſeeing al things 
à tealous God, a louing God, miraculous in allpointes, in no 
part monſtrous. Beſides this, thou ſhalt well vnderſtand, that 
he is ſuch a God, as will punich him whatſoeuer he be, that 


ht blaſphemeth his name koꝛ holy is the loꝛd. Ji is diy + 
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sut theblaſpemer without the-Tents,+ let al thoſe chat heard 
him, lay theyꝛ hands vpon his head, and let all the people ſtone 
him. Me that blaſphemeth the name ol the K oꝛd ſhal die the 
death. Such a iealens god, that whoſacuer commitfcth idola⸗ 
try with ſtrange Gods, bee will frike with terrible piagues. 
Curne not to idols neither make Gods with hands, J am the 
Loꝛd pour God, Chou ſhalt make no image. which the Lozde 
thy God abhoꝛreth. Thou ſhalt haue no new god, neither woz 
ſhip any ſtrang Idol, Fo2 al the Gods ofthe Gentiles are des 
nils. My ſonnes keepe pour ſclues from Images, the woꝛſhip 
ping of Jdols is the cauſe ot al euil, the beginning and the end. 
Curſed be that man that ingraueth any Images, it is an abhe 
mination befoze the Lozd. They halbe confounded that woꝛ ;

* Whereas Eſay telleth befoze of the captinitie offhe Jewes, 
andtheir reſtoring by Cyrus (which was bozne an hundzech 
ptres after the death of Eſay )and whereas Iexemie befoze the 
people were led awap, appeinted their exile to continue th2ce- 
ſcoꝛe and teny&res. Wheras Ieremie x Ezechiell, being in far 
diſtant places tho one from the other, doe agree in all their lap- 
ings. Where Daniell telleth of thinges to come ſixe hundꝛech 
peres after, Theſearc meſt certaine pꝛofes to eſt abliſh the 
authozitie of the bookes of the Pꝛophets. The ſimplicitie of the

The conſent ot ſo many 
ages ok ſundꝛie Nations, and ol ſo divers mindes in embzacing 
the -Scriptures , aud the rare godlineCe of ſome, ought to 
eſtadlich the authozitie thereof amongſt vs. Alſo the blood ay 
Poon & wo true EL rr? - many 
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manp Partyrs, which koꝛ the conlellion thereok haue ſafferey 
deach wich a conttant and ſober zeale, are vndoubted teſtimo- 
nies ofthe truth m auchoꝛitie or the Scriptures. 

Che miracles that Moſes recounted, are ſutticient to per-

That in the very publiſhing ofthe 
 Lawe, his kace did ſhine as it were beſet with the un- beams, 
that lightnings flaſhed round about, that thunder and nopſeg 
were each where heard in the ayze, that a Trumpet ſounded, 
beeing not ſounded with any mou lh ol man. That the entry of 
the Tabernacle by a cloude ſet betweene, was kept from the 
ſight ol the people, chat his auchoritie was ſo miraculoullie re- 
uenged with thehozrible deſtracion ol Corah, Dathan, and A. 
biron,and all that wicked faction, that the Nocke ſtrooken with 
a rod, did by aud by poure fooztha Riner, that at his pꝛayer it 
rained Panna from Heauen. Did not God heerein commend 
him from heauen as an vndoubted P2ophet- 
Nowe as touching the tyrannie of Antiochus, which com 
maunded all the Bookes to bee burned : heerein Gods ſinguler 
pꝛouidence is ſeene, which hath alwapes kept his wozd, both 
fromthe mightiethat they ſhould not extinguilh the lame, and 
fromthe malicious, that thep could neuer diminich it. There 
were diuers coppies which God of his great goodnes had kept 
fromthe bloody pꝛoclamation of Antiochus, and by and by fol. 
lowed the tranſlating of them into Greelce, that thep might be 
publithed vnto the whole Wozld. The Hebꝛue tongue lap not 
onely vneſteemed, but almoſt vaknowne, and ſurelp, had it not 
beene Gods will to haue his Religion pꝛouided foz, it had alto- 
gether periſhed. 

Thou ſeeſt Atheos, hobe the Scriptures come krom the 
mouth of God, and are wꝛitten by the finger of the holy Ghoſt 
in the conſciences of the faithfull.

Strange it is that theſound eye viewing of the ſoꝛe ſhoulde 
not be dimmed, that hes that handleth Pitch ſhoulde not be deſt⸗ 
led, that they that continue in the Court ſhouid not bee infected: 
And pet it is no great matuaile, foz by experience we ſee, that 
the Adamant cannot dꝛaw pꝛon, if the Diamond lye by it, no: 
vice allure the Courtier, i vertue be retained. 

Thon pꝛaiſeſt the Empzeſſe fo2 inftituting good lawes, and 
grieueſt to ſee them violated by the Ladies, J am ſoꝛry to think 
it thould be ſo, and I ſigh in that it cannot be otherwile. Where 
there is no hade taken of a commandement, there is ſmall hope 
to be looked foz of amendment. Where dutie can haue no ſhew, 
honeſtie can beare no map. They that cannot bee enfoꝛced to 
obedicnce by authoꝛitie, wil neuer be wone by fauour, foz being 
without feare,they commonlp are voide ol grace: and as far be 
they careleſſe from honour, as they be from awe, and as readie 
to deſpiſe the god counſaile ofthep2 Peres, as to contemne the 
good lawes ol their Pzince .

Moꝛeouer, thou 
ſayeſt, that in the Court all be lluts that ſwim not in ſilkes, an 
that the idleſt liuers are accounted the bꝛaueſt louers; J cannot 
tel whether J ſhould rather laugh attheir follie, oz lament their 
phꝛenſie, neither dos J know whether the ſinne bee greater in 
appatelt which mooueth to pꝛide, oz in ackection which entiſeth 
to peeulchnes, the one cauleth them to foꝛget themſelues the o⸗ 
ther to toꝛge thev2 ſenees, each to deteiue they ſou e. They 
that thinke one cannot be cleanly without pꝛide, will quicklie 
iadge none to be honeſt without pleaſure, which is as hard to 
tonfelle, as to ſap, no meane to be without exceſle: thou wilhelt 
to be in the country with thy diſtafſe; rather then to continue in 
the Court with thy delights.

Hul wirr y in che Country is as much pꝛaiſed, as henourthn 
the Court.

his worke was, then ouer their heads to write: The Twinnes of Hip- 
gocrates. So may it be, that had 1 not named Euphues, fewe vous 
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kauethoupht: d beene Euphaes, f of that in goodneſſe the one fo 
far excelleth the other, but that both being ſo bad, it is hard to iudge 
which is the worſt. This vnskilſulnes is no waies to bee couered , but 
as Accus did his ſhortnes, who being a little Poet, framed for him- 
ſelfe a great picture: ſo I being a naughtie Painter, haue gotten a 
moſt noble Patron; being of Vliſet minde, who thought himſelſe 
ſaſe vnder the ſhield of Arax. C 

Ihaue now finiſhed both my labours, the one being hatched in 
the hard Winter with the Alcion, the other not daripg to bud till the 
cold were paſt, like the Mulberry: in eyther of the which, or in both, 
if I ſeeme to gleane after anothers Cart for a fe\v eares of Corne, or 
ofthe Taylors ſhreds to make me a liuery, Iwill not deny but that 1 
am one of thoſe Poets, which the Painters faine to come vnto Homer: 
baſon, there to lap vp that he doth caſt vp. . 

In that I haue written, I deſire no praiſe of others, but patience; 
altogether vn willing, becauſe euery way vnworthy, to be accounted 
a worke-man. It ſufficeth me to be a water- bough, no bud, ſo I may 
be of the ſame roote; to be the yron, no ſteele, ſo I may bee in the 
ſame blade; to be Vineger Jno Wine, ſoit be in the ſame caske: to 
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rinde colours for Apelles, though I cannot garniſh, ſol bee of the 
ame ſhoppe. What Ihaue done, was onely to keepe my ſelfe from 
ſleepe, as the Crane doth the ſtone in her foote, and I would alſo 
vith the ſame Crane I had been ſilent, holding a tone in my mouth. 
But it falleth out with me as with the yong wraſtler that came to the 
games of Olympus, who hauing taken a foyle, thought ſcerne to 
leaue, till he had receiued a fall: or him that being pricked in the 
finger with a bramble, thruſteth his whole hand amongſt the thornes 
for anger. For I, ſeeing my ſelfe not able to ſtand on the Iſe, did ne- 
uertheleſſe aduenture to runne, and being with my firſt Booke 
brought into diſgrace, could not ceaſe vntill I was brought into con- 
tempt by the ſecond:wherein I reſemble thoſe that hauing once wet 
their feete, care not how deep they wade. % 1 een 
In the which my wading (right Honourable ) if the enuyous ſhal 

clap leade to my heeles to make me finke, yet if your Lordſhip with 
your little finger do but holde mee vp by the chinne, I ſhall Wimme, 
and be ſo far from being drowned,that I ſhall ſcarce be duckt.

dromache, and with halfe a face, as the Painter did him that had but

Now Philautus, thou ſhalt vnderſtand that this olde Hermite,

his ſonne in his greateſt extreamity and neceſſity, knowing, oz at

Aiee haue troubled you too long, and high time it is fox p801e 
pilgrimes fo take the date befaze them, leaſt beeing benighted, 
they ſtraine curteſie in another place, and as wee ſaie in Athens, 
Fiſh and gheſſe in thꝛee daies are ſtale: Notwithſtanding wee will 
be bould to ſee pon, and in the meane ſeaſon wee thanke pou, and 
euer as we ought, wee wil pꝛaie fo2 pon. 

Thus after manie karewelles, with as manie welcome of ß one 
ade, and thankes of the other, they departed, e framed their ſteps 
towards London. And to d2ine awaie the time, Euphues deganne to 
inſtruct Philautus.

- Fox well J knowrhat a frech colour 
poth.eaſily dim a quick ſight. that a ſweet roſe doch ſoonelt-pearce 
a fine ſent, that pleaſant ſirupes doe chieflieſt inkect a delicate 
taſt, that beautifull women do firft ok al allure them that haue the 
wantoneſt eies, and che whiteſt mouthes.

But truely I muſk needes commend the curteſie of England, 
t old Fidus fo2 his conſtancy to his Ladie Iffida, #her faith to her 
friend Thirſus:t he remembzance of which diſconrfe did oft t bzing 
into my minde the hate J bare to Lucilla, who loued all, and was 
not found faithfull to any. But J let that paſſeleaſt thou come in 
againe with thy faburthen, and hit me in the teeth with Loue, fo!

Much calke there 
was in the wap, which much ſhoztened their way:and af the lalk 
they came to London, where they met diners ſtraungers ok their 
ktiendes, who in mall ſpace bzought them familiarly acquainted 

with certain Engliſh gent lemen, who much delighted in the com- 
pany of Euphues, whom thep found both ſober and wiſe, pet ſome- 
times merry and pleaſant. They were bzought into all places of 
the Citie, and lodged at the laſt in a Marchants houſe, where they 
continued till a certaine bꝛeach. 

They vſev continually the Court, in the which Euphues fooke 
ſuch delight, that he accounted all the pꝛaiſes he heard of befo2e 
rather ta be enuious than otherwiſe, and to be partiall, not giue- 
ing ſo much as it deſerued, and pet to bee pardonedbecauſe they 
could not. It happened that theſe Engliſh Gentlemen conducted 
theſetwo ſtrangers to a place where diuers gentlewomen were: 
ſome courtiers,others ofp coũtr y, where being welcome, they fre- 
quented almoſt enery dapfo2 pſpace ofone moneth , entertaining 
oftime in courtly paſtimes,though not in the Court: inlomuch p 
if they came not, they were ſent fo2, and ſovſcd as thep had been 
- country men, not ſtrangers. Philautus with his continuall acceſſe, 
and often conference with gentlewomen, began to wean himſelfe 
from the counſel ol Euphues,# to wed his eies top comeltnes ok la- 
dies, pet ſo warilp;as neither his friend could by narrow watching 
diſcouer it, neither did he by any wants countenãce bewzaꝝ it: but 
carrying the image ok loue ingrauẽ in the bottom of his hart, e the 
picture of tur teſie impʒinted in his kace, he was thoghtto Euphues 
courtly,+ knowne fo himſelfcofoztiefle. Among a number of La- 
dies be fixed his eies vpon one, whoſe countenance ſeemed to pꝛo- 
mile mercy & thꝛeaten miſchiefe , entermedling a defire of liking 
w a diſdaine of loue: ſhewing her ſelfe in curteſie fo bee familiar 
with all,# with a certaine comelp pꝛide to accept none: whoſe wit 


wold commonly tauntwithout deſpight, but not without diſpozt, 
as one that ſeemed to abhozre loue woꝛſe than luſt, and luſt wozſe 
than murther:ok greater veantie thei birth, d pet ak leſſe beautic 
than honeſty: which gat her maze honour by vertue, than nature 
could by Art, oꝛ foztune might by pꝛometion. Shee was readyot 
anſwere, pet war y: ſhꝛill of ſpeech, pet ſweet: in all her paſſions ſo 
N L 2 temperate, 
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temperate, as in hir gregteſt mirth none would thinke hir wants: 
neither in hir deetell grieke, allen: but al wais to looke with ſo ſo- 
ber cheerkulnes, as it was hardlie thought, wher ſhe were moe cõ⸗ 
mended fo2 Pgrauitie ot p aged, oꝛ foꝛ hir courtlineſſe of p pouth: 
_ .oftfcime3 delighted to heare diſcourſes of loue, but euer deſifons 
to be inſttucted in learning:ſomewhat curious to keepe hir beau 
tie:whieh made hir comelp, but moze carefull to increaſe hir cte- 
dit, which made hir commendable:not adding the length oka haire 
to courtlineſſe, that might detract the bꝛeadth ofa haire krom 
chaſtitie: In all hir falke ſo pleſant, in all hir loekes ſo amiable, 
ſo graue modeſtie ioyned with ſo witt ie mirth, that they that 
were intangled with hir beautie, were info2ced to pꝛefer hir wit 
befoze their willes,# they that loued hir beautie, were rompelled 
to pzeferre their affections bełoʒe hir wiſedome: whole rare qua- 
lities cauſed ſo ſtraunge euents, that the wiſe were allured to va- 
nities, and the wantons to vertue, much like the riuer in Arabia, 
which turneth golde to dzoſſe, g durt to ſiluet. Ja concluſion, there 
wanted nothing in this Englih Angel p Nature might adde ko; 
perkect id, oz foztune could giue fo2 wealth, oꝛ God doth common- 
iy beſfow on moztall creatures: And moꝛe eaſte it is in the delcrip- 
tion of lo rare a perſonage, to imagine what ſhe had not, than tore- 
peate al ſhe had.

minde,and thou with thy fingers claſpe thy mouth, Df a ran- 
ger I can beare much, becauſe J know not his manners, of an e- 
nimy mo2e.fo2 that all pꝛoceedeth of malice, all things of a friend 
ik it be to trie me, nothing if it be to betray me: Jam of Scipioes 
minde, who had rather that Hannibal ſhould eate his heart with 


Lælius, who choſe,rather to be Maine with the Spaniards, than 
luſpected of Scipio.

But thy frindſhip Philautus, is like a new faſhion, which bee- 
ing vled u the moꝛuing, is accounted old bekoze noone: which va⸗ 
riety ol changing being oftentimes noted of a graue Gentleman 
of Naples who hauing bought a hat ot the neweſt faſhion, and beſt 
blocke in all Italy, c wearing it but one dap, it was fold him that 
it was ſtale, he hung it vp in his ſtudie, and viewing all ſo2tes, all 
ſhapes, perceiued at the laſt his olde hat againe to come into the 
newfaſhion: wherewith ſmiling to himſelfe he ſayd, J haue now 
liued tampaſle, fog Adams olde Apzon muſt make Eue a nem 
Kirtle:noting this, that when no new thing could bee deniſed,no- 
thing could be moze new than the old. 

I ſpeake this to this end Philautus, p J ſee thee as often change 
thy bead as others doe their hats, now being friend to Aiax bee- 
tauſe hee ſhould couer thee with his Buckler, now to Viiſſes, 
that hee may pleade fo: thee'with his eloquence, now to one and 
now to another, and thou dealeſt with thy friends as that Gente 
tleman did with his felt - fo2 ſeeing not my vaine anſwerable to

hats alter as faſt-as the Turner can turne his blocke , and 
hearts ag ſoone as one can turne his backe: when ſeeing euerp 
dne returne to his old wearing, e finde if the beſt: then compelled 
tather fo2 want ok others, than good will of mee, thou wilt retire 
to Euphues, whom thou lapedſt by the walles, and ſeeke him as a 
new (riend ſaying to thy ſelfe, I haue lined compaſſe,Euphues old 
ith, muſt make Philautus a new friend. Uherinthou reſembleſt

A ſtranger comming into the Capitoll of Rome, ſeeing all the 
Gods to be engrauen, ſome in one ſtone, ſome in another, at the 
laſt he perceiued Vulcan to be w2ovght in Juoꝛzie, Venus to be car- 
ned in Jeate, which long time beholding with great delight , at p 
laſt he burſt into thefe woꝛds: Neither can this white Juozte Vul- 
can make thee a white Smith, neither this kaire woman Jeate 
make thee a faire ſtone. MAhereby he noted that no cunning could 
alter the nature of the one, no na nature tranſfo2me the colour ok 
the other. In like manner J lap Philautus, although thou haue 
ſhadowed my guiltleſſe life with a defamed councerfaic, pet tall 
not thy black Vulcan make either thy accuſations of foꝛce, oꝛ my 
innocencte faultte, neither (hall the white Venus which thou halt - 
poztraied vpon che black Jeate of thy malice, make thy conditions 
amiable,foz Vulcan cannot make Juozp black. noz Venus change 


the colour of Jeate, the one hauing receiued luch courſe by nature. 
the other ſuch fozce by verfue.  - < 


Mhat cauſe haue J giuen thee to ſuſpect mee, & what occaſion 
haſt thou nat affered me to deteſt chee?X was neuer wiſe inough to 
giue thee counſaile, pet euer willing to wiſh thee well, mp wealth 
[mall to doe thee good, pet ready to doe my beſt. Tnſomuch as thou 
tauldeſt neuer accuſe me ok any diſcurteſie:vnlelle it were in be- 
ing moze carefullofthee,than of my ſelfe, - 

But as all floures that are in one Noſenay.are not of one na- 
ture, no all rings that are wozne vpon one hand, are not ok one ſfa- 
lhion: ſo all friends that aſfociate at bed and boo2d, are not ok one 
diſpoſition.

Chamber, which by good friends hee quickly got, & ther fell to his 
Pater Noſter, where a while J will not trouble him in his pay- 
ers.

Foz as the Phrygian harmonie, being moued to the Calenes, ma- 
keth a great noiſe, but being moued to Apollo, it is ſtill and quiet: 
ſo the loue of Camilla deſired of me, mooueth J know not how ma; 
nie diſcoꝛds, but pꝛoued of Surius , it is calme and conſenteth. It 
is not the ſweet flower that Ladies defire,but the faire, which ma. 
keth them weare that in their heads, wzought fozth with the nee 
dle, not brought fo2th by Nature: and in the like manner they ac- 
count of that loue which Art can colour, not that the hart doth cõ· 
keſſe wherein they imitate the maidens (as Euphues often hath 
tolde me) ol Athens, who take moze delight to ſee a freſh and fine 
colour, then to taſte a lweet and wholeſome ſirup.

I haue heard here in London of an Italian, cunning in Pathe- 
matike, named Pſellus, ot whom in Italy I hate heard in ſuch ca- 
ſes tan do much by Magike, and will do all things foz money, him 
will J aſſay,a\well with golde as other good turnes, and Jthinke 
there is nothing that can bee wꝛought, but chall ber wꝛought fo2 
guilt, oz good will, oz both. And in this rage, as one fozgetcing 
where he was, and whom hee loued, he went immediatlietoſecke 
Pbyſick foꝛthat which onelie was to be kound by Fozcune. 
Here Gentlemen you may ſee into what open ſinnes the heat ol 

lone dziueth man: eſpeciallie, where one louing is in deſpaire, 
either ok his owne imperkection, oz of his Ladies vertues, to be be- 
loued againe, whichcauſeth man to attempt choſe things, that are 
contrary to his owne minde, to religion. te honeſtie.

And if you want medicines to win women, J haue pet moe, 
the lungs ofa Julture, the aſhes cf Stellio, the left ſcone of a 
Cocke, the tongue ofa Gooſe, the bꝛaine ok aCat,thelaſthaire of 
a Molnes tatle, things caſte to be had, and commonly p2acciſev,ſo 
that J would not haue thee ſtand in doubt of thy koue, hen either 
a paung Swallode kamiched, 02 the ſhiowding ſheete ok a deare 
friend, oz a Waren Taper that burnt af his krete, oz the inchaun⸗ 
ted Predlethat Medea hidde in Iaſons ſleeue, are abl6 not onelie 
co make them deſire loue, but alſo die koz lone.

You ſee Gentleman, into what blinde and grolſe errozs in olde 
time we were ledde, thinking euerp olde wiues tale to be a truth. 
and eueriemerrie wozd, a very witchcrafe. UUhen the Egyptiang 
fellfrom their God tothe Pꝛleſt Memphis,and the Grecians from 
their mozall queſtions, to their diſputations of Pyrrhus, and the 
Romanes from religion to policy, then began all ſuperſtition to 
bzeede, and all impietie to bloome, and to be ſo great they are bsth 
xcrowne, that the one being then an inkant is now an Elephant, 
and the other being then a twig, is now a Tree. 

They inuented as many inchauntmentes fox loue, as they did 
fo2 the tooti ache: but he that hath trped both, will laie, that the 
beſt charme fo2 a tooth-ache is to pull out the tooth, X the belt re- 
mediefo2 loue, to weare it out. If incantations oꝛ potions, oz amo- 
rous lapings could haue pꝛeuailed, Circes would neuer haue loff 
Vliſies,no2 Phædra Hippolitas, no Phillis Dc mophoon. At toniu- 
rations, Charecters, Lircles, F igures Fl iendes, oz Furies, might 
haue wꝛougbt any thing in loue, Medea would ncuer haue ſuffe- 
red Iaſon to alter his mind. Tf the ſirups of Micaonias, oꝛ the verſes 
of Aeneas, oꝛʒ the Satyren of Dipſas, wert ok fo2ce to moue the mind, 
thep al thzce wold not haue been martpzed with the tozments of 
loue. No, no Philautus, thou maiſt well poiſon Camilla with ſuch 
dꝛegges, but neuer per ſwade her: fo2 J conkeſſe that ſuch hearbes 
may alter the bodie krom ſtrength to weaknes, but to thinke that 


they can mone theminde from vertue to vice, from chaſtity to lust, 
Jam not ſo ſimple to belecue, neither would J baue thee ſo finkul 


as to doc it. 


Lucilla miniſtring an amozous potion vnto her bulband Lucrc- 
tius, pꝛotuted his death, whole life ſhe onelie deſired. 

Arfoticnateth one, that being inflamed with the Tone of a faire 
Ladie, thought by medicine to pꝛocure his bliſſe, and w2onght in 
the ende his bane : ſo was Caligula flaine of Cæſonia, any Lucius 
Lucullus of Caliſtine. Berſwade thy lelfe Philautus, that to ble 
hear bes to winne lots, will weaken thy bodte and to thinks that 
hearbes can further, doth hurt the ſoule : foz as great force haue 
they in luth caſcs,as noble men thought them to bane in the ol olde 
2 eine. 
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time. Achimenius the hearb was of ſuch fo2ce that it was thought 
ik it were thꝛowne into the battatle,it would make allthe Soul- 
diourstremble: but where was it when the Humbri and Tentoni 
were eriled by warre, where grew Achimenius then,one of whoſe 
leaues would haue ſatted athonland lines, 

The Rings of Perſia gaue their ſouldiours the Plant Latace, 
which whd ſo had, ſhould haue plent ie of meate c monep r men, t 
all things: but why did the ſouldiours of Cæſar endure ſuch fa- 
mine in Pharſalia,if one hearbe might haue eaſed ſo many heartes? 
Where is Balis that Iubaſo commendeth,the which could call the 
dead to life, and pet he himlelke died? 

Democritus made a confection, that whoſoeuer dꝛank it, ſhould 
haue a faire, a foztunate,and a good child. CUhp did net the Perſian 
kings [will this Nectar, hauing inch dekozmed and vnhappp illue? 
Cato was of that minde, that thee tnchanted wozdes could heale 
the eye ſight: and Varro that a verſe ok Sibilla could eaſe the gout, 
pet the one was fatne to vie running water, which was but a colde 
medicine, the other patience, which was but a dzy plalſter. 

J would not haue thee thinke Philautus, that lone is to be obtat- 
nt d by ſuch meanes, but onely by Faith, Uertue, and Conſtancie. 
Philip Ring ot Macedon,cafting his epe vpon a faire Uirgin, be- 
came enamoured, which Olimpias his wife perceiuing, thought 
him to be inchaunted, and cauled one of her ſeruants to bzing the 
Maiden vnto her, whom ſhee thought to thzuſt both to exile and 
ſhame: but viewing her faire face without blemiſh her chaſte eies 
without glauncing, her modeſt countenaung ver ſober and wo⸗ 
manly behauiour, finding alſo her vertueg ve no leſſe then her 
beautie, che ſaid, Jump ſelfe there are 8, meaning: that 
there was no greater enchantment i then temperance, wiſ- 
dome, and chaſtitie.Fonde therefo2 e opinion of thoſe, that 
thinke the minde to be tied to Mag and the pꝛactiſe okt hole fil- 
thy that ſeeke thoſe meanes. 1 welleth in the minde, in the 
will, and in the heart, which neißer Coniurer noz Pbyſickean al- 
ter. Fo? as credible it is that Cid Gooteth his arrow, and hitteth 
the heart, as that hearbs haue the fo2ce to bewitch the hart, onely 
this difference there is, that the one was a fiction of Poetry, the o⸗ 
ther ok luperſtition. The will is placed in the ſoule , and who can 
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enter there but he that created the ſoule? 


No, no, Seutleman, whatſoeuet you haue heard touching this, 
belecne nothing: foz they ( in mine opinion ) which imagine that 
the minde is either by incantation, oꝛ excantation to be ruled, are 
as far from truth, as the Eaſt fcom the Teſt, and as neere impiety 
gainſt God, as they are to ſhame among men, and ſo contrarie is 
to the pꝛokeſſion ok a Chʒiſtian, as Paganiſme. Suffer not pour 
ſelfe to be ledde with that vile conceit, pꝛactiſe in pour lone al kind 
ok lopaltie. Be not mute, noz full of babble: be ſober, but auoide 
ſullenneſſe:vſe no kinde ok ryot, either by banketting, which pꝛo- 
ctireth lurkets: no in attire, which haſteth beggetie. Zf pou think 
well of pour wit, be alwaies pleaſant:ifill,be often ſilent : tn the 
one, thy talke ſhall pzocure thee ſharpe, in the other, thy modeſty 
wile, All fiſh are not caught with flyes, al women are not allured 
with perſonage. Frame Letters, Ditt ies, Muſick, and all meanes 
that honeſtie may allow : fo2 he wooeth well that meaneth no ill. 
and he (peedeth ſooner that ſpeaketh what he ſhould,then hee that 
vefereth what he will. Beleeue me Philaucus, Jam now olde, pet 
baue J in my head a loue tootb, e in my minde, there is nothing v 
more pearceth the heart of a beautifull Ladp, then wziting, where 
thou maiſt ſo fet downe thy paſſions, and her perfection,as ſhe (hal 
baue cauſe to thinke well of thee,and better of her ſelfe:but pet lo 
warilp, as neither thou ſeeme to pꝛaiſe her too much, oꝛ debaſe thy 
ſelfe too lowlp: foz it thou flatter them without meane they loath, 
and if thou make of thy ſelfe aboue reaſon,they laugh at it:temper 
thy wozds lo well, and place cuery ſentence ſo wiſely , as it map 
be hard fo2 her to judge, whether thy loue be moze faithfull, oꝛ ber 
beautie amtable. Lions fawne when they are clawed, Tygars 
ſfoope when they are tickled, Bucephalus lyeth downe when hee is 
curried, women peeld when they are courted. This is the popſon 
Philautus, the in chauntment, the potions,p creepeth by ſleight in- 
ts the minde of a woman, e catcheth her by aſſurance, better then 
the fond devices of old dꝛeames, as an Apple with an Aue Maria, 
oꝛ aHaſell wand ok a peere old, Croſſes with ſire characters, oꝛ Þ 
picture of Venus in Airgin ware, oz the Image of Camilla vpon a 
Moulwarps lkin. It is not once mentioned in the Engliſh Court, 
no2 ſo much as thought of in any ones tonſgience, that loue can be 
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pꝛocured vp tuch meanes 02 that anp can imagine ſuch miſ chiefs, 
and yet J keare me it is tao. common in our Loy ep; wherbr the y 
incurre hate ok euery one, and loue ot none, 

Touching mp cunning in anp vile denicesvf Dagike, it was ne⸗ 
uer my Guaie,onelp ſome delight J took.inp Pathematiks;which 
made me Enswne of mozethen J would, and of moze then thinke 
well dfmeg, although J neuer hurt 02 hindzed.anp. But bee tho 
quiet Phildutus, and ble thoſe meanes that may win thy loue, not 
thoſe that may ſbozten her like, and ik J can any waics fand ths in 
ſtead, vſe me as thy pooꝛe friend and Countriman, harme Wil J do 
thee none, good J cannot. My acquatutance in Court is ſmall, and 
therckoze my dealings about the Court (hall befewe,fo2 J lone to 
ſtaud aloofe from Iouc and lightning, Fire giuelb light to things 
far off, burneth that which is nert to if, The Court ſhincth to me 
that come not there, but üngeth thoſe that dwell there. Onelp mp

And haw I (peed J will tell thee, in the meane lealon pardon me, 
if 4 vſe no longer anfwere : {02 well pou know, that hee that haih 
the fit ot an Ague vpon him, hath no liſtto talke, but to tumble, and 
lone pinching me, Jhaue moze deſire te chew vpon melancholte, 
then to diſpute vpon Magicke but hereafter J will make repaire 
vnto you, and what J now gite pou in chankes, F will then re- 
quite with amends. 

Thus thele two Countrimen parted with certaine Italian im- 
baſings and tearmes of curteſie, moze then common. Philautus 
wee ſhall find in his lodging, Pſc!lus we will leaue in his ſtudy the 
one muling ok his loue, the other of his learning.

- Philautus, who thus began to debate with him(elfe. X 
WW Dat baſt thou doone Philautus, in ſecking ta wound her that 

thou deſtreſt to winne? With what face canſt thou looke on 
her thou ſoughtelk to looſe? Fie, fie, Philaucus, thou bzingeſt thy 
good name into queſtion, and her life into hazarde,having neither 
care of thine owne credite no2 her honour. J's this che loue thou 
p2etendeff, which is wozſe then hate? Dooſt not thou ſeeke to pat- 
ſon her that neuer pinched thee? But whp doe J recount thoſe 
things which are paſt, and J repent? J am now to conſider what 
F muſt doe, not what J would haue done. Follies paſt (hall bee 
wozne out with faich to come, and my death ſhall ſhew my deſire. 
Wzite Philautus. what ſaiſt thou? wiite?no, no, thy rude tile will 
bewzay thine eſtate, and thy raſh attempt will purchaſe thy oner- 
thzow. Venus deligbteth to heare none but Mcrcurie , Pallas will 
be ſtolne of none but Miſſes, it mult be a (mooth tongue t alweete 
tale that can inchaunt Veſta. : 

Beſides that. I dare not cruſt a meſſenger focarrie it, no het 
to read it, leaſt in ſhewing mp letter ſhe diſcloſe mp loue, and then 
{hall J bee pointed at of thoſe that hate me, and pittied of thoſe 
like me: ok her ſcozned,of all talked of. No Philautus, bee not thon 
the by-wozd ofthe common people, rather ſuffer death by ſilence, 
then deriſton by wztting. 

J, but it is better to reueale thy loue then coceale if thou know- 
eſt not what bitter poiſon lyeth in lweet wozds,remember Pſcllus, 
who by erxpcrience hath tryed, that in loue one Letter is of mo2e 
fozce then a thouſand lookes. At they like w2itings,they read them 
often,if diſlike them, run them oner once: and this is certaine,that 
thee that readeth ſuch toies,will alſo anſwere them, Onely this, 


be lecret in conuetance , which is the thing they chiekeſt 8 5 
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kucus,waite: he that feareth every buſh muſt ne - 
bat caſtech all doubtes, hall neuer be reſb!- 
ted in any thing bis allure thy (elf,that bethy Letter neuer 
ſo rude and barbar dus, che will read it, and bee it neuer lo louing, 
thee will not ſhew it, which were a thing contrary to her honour. 
and the next wap to call her honeſtie into que tion. Foꝛ thou haſt 
beard, pea, and thy ſelfe knoweſt, that Ladies that vannt of their 
Letters, are actounted in — counterkait, aud in England they 
are not thought currant. 
Thus Philautus determined „hab nab to ſend his Letters, flat- 
tering himlelke with the ſuccelle whichhe tohimlclfe fained; and 
aſter long muling, he thus began to frame the miniſter of his loue. 
Tothe faireſt Camilla. 
Hardt is the choice faire Ladie, when one is compelled; either bp 
ſilence to die with grieke, oꝛ by wziting to liue with ſhame: but 
ſo ſweet is the deſire ok life, and ſo ſharpe are the paſſions of loue, 
that J am enkoꝛced to pzeferre an vnſeemelp ſute befoze an vn- 
timelp death. Loath J haue been to ſpeake, e in deſpaire to ſpeed, 
the one pꝛoceeding ok mine owne cowardice, the other ok thy cruel ·

tie.Jfthou require my name, J am the ſame Philautus, which foz 


thy lake ot late came diſguiſed in a Maſke, pleading cuſtom fo? a 
p2iutledge,and curteſie foz a pardoy. The ſame Philautus, which 
then in ſecret tearms coloured mp lone, c now with bitter teares 
bewzap it. It thou nothing eſteeme the bꝛinich water that kalleth 


from mine eyes, J would thou couldeſt ſee the warme blond that 


dzoppeth from my hart. Oktentimes J baue been in thy company, 
where eallte thou mighteſt haue per ceiued mp wan cheekes , my 
hollow eies, my ſcalding ſighes, mp trembling tongue, to foꝛze- 
ſhew that then which J conkeſſe now. Then conſider with thy (cife 
Camilla, the plight J am in by deſire, andthe perill Jam lie ts 
fall into bp denpall. | 
To recount the ſozrows J ſuſtaine, 02 the ſeruicc J haue vow- 
ed, would rather bꝛeed in thee an admiration then a beleefe: one- 
lie this J adde fox the time, which the end ſhal try foz a truth, that 
if thy anſwere be carpe, mp life will bee ſhoꝛt, lo lacre hath loue 
wꝛought in my pining and almoſt conſumed body, that thou onclte 
maiſt bꝛeath into me a new life, oz bereaue me of the olde. Thou 
Ns ct att 
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att to weigh, not how long J haue loued thee, How kaichkullte, 
neither to examine the wozthines of my pez y Mt the extreami- 
ties of my paſſions : ſo pꝛekerr ing my veſeMMoefoze the length of 
time, and my diſeaſe befoze the greatneffe ofmy birth, thou wile 
epther peeld with equitie, oz deny with reaſon:of both the which, 
although the greateſt bee on my lide, pet the leaſt ſhall not diſlike 
mee, koz that J haue alwates found in thee a mind neither repug- 
nant to right, noꝛ voide ofreaſon.

'Tipis Letter being ended, hec ſkudicd how it might be conneped, 
knowing it to be no leſſe perillous to truſt thoſe hee knewe 
not in ſo weightie a caſe, tben difficult fo himſelk to haue oppoztu. 
nit ie to deliuer it in ſo ſuſpicious a cõpanie:aAt the laſt, taking out 
ok his Cloſet a faire Pomgranat, and pulling al the kirnels ont of 
it, hee wꝛapped his Letter in it, cloling the top of it finelie, that it 
could not be perceiued, whether Nature againe had knit it of 25 

poſe 
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poſe to further him, oz his Arte hav ouercome Natures cunning, 
This ]PomgrMat he tooke.being himſclfe both meſſenger of his 
Letter, and the Yer, and inſintatinghimſelfe into the compa- 
nie of the Gentlewomen, among whom was alſo Camilla, he was 
welcomed, al well fo2 that hee had been long time abſent, as foz 
that he was at al times plealant: much good communication was 
there touching manie matters, which heere to inſert, were neither 
connenfent,ſeeing it doth not concerne the hiſtoz ie, noz expedient, 
leeing it is nothing to the deliuerie of Philautus letter, But thus it 
fell out in the end.

his deuotion, he began thus. 
f Pane heard Camilla of Phyſitions, that there is nothing either 

moe comfoꝛtable oꝛ moꝛe p2ofitable foz the ſtomack oz inſlamed 
Liuer, then a Nomgranat:which if it be true, J am glad that J 
came in ſo good time with a medicine, ſeeing pon were in ſo ill a 
time ſurpꝛiſed with pour maladie: and verily this will J lap, that 
there is not one kirnell, but is able both to caſe pour paine, and to 
double pour pleaſure, and with that he cave it to her, deſiting that 
as ſhee felt the wozking of the pot ion, ſo ſhee would conſider of the 
Phyſition. 

Camilla with a ſmiling countenance, neyther ſuſpecting the 
craft no2 the conueier, anlwered him with theſe thankes. 

I thanke you Gentleman, as much fo2 pour counſaile as your 
turteſie, and if pour cunning be aunfwerable to epther ofthem, J 
will make you amends fo} all ofthem: pet J will not open ſo faire 
a truite as this is,vntill J feele the painethat Þ fo much feare. As 
you pleaſe quoth Philautus, yet if euerp mozning pou take one kir- 
nell, it is the way to pꝛeuent your diſeaſe, and me thinks that you 
ould be as carefull to wozke means beio2e it come, that you haue 
it not, as to uſe meanes to expell it when rou haue it. | 

J am content, anlwered Camilla, to trie your Phyſicke , which 
A 2 as 
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as J know it can doe mee no reat harme, ſo it may doe mee much 
09d. 

K In truth ſaid one ofthe Gentlewomen then pꝛeſent, 3 per- 

ceitie this Gentleman is not onelle cunning in Phylicke, but alſo 

very carefnll fo2 his Patient. 

It vehooueth(quoth Philautus)that he that miniffreth toa La- 
die, be as deſirous of her health, as his owne credite,fo2 that there 
redofideth moe paiſeto the Phyſltiop hath a care to his charge, 
then to him that hath onely a ſhew of his Art. And F truſt Camilla 
will better accept of the good will J haue to rid her of her diſeaſe, 
then the gift, which muſt wozke the effect. 

Otherwiſe quoth Camilla, J were very much too blame, know- 
ing that in many, the behattiour of the man hath wzonghe moze 
then the kozce of the medicine. Foz J would alwaies haue my 
Phyſicidn of a'cheerefull countenaunce, pleaſantly conceited, o 
well pꝛropoztioned: that he might haue his {harpe pot ions mixed 
with ſweet counlaile, and his ſower dꝛuggs mittigate d with mer⸗ 
rie diſcourſes. And this is the cauſe that in olde time they painted 
the'God of Phylicke, not like Saturne, but Aeſculapius, of a good 
complexion, fine wit, and excellent conffftutton. Fox this J know 
by experience, though I be but young to learne, and haue not often 
been licke, that the light of a pleaſant and quick witted Phyſttis, 
hath remoued that from 1 my heart with telke , that hee could not 
with all his CTreacle. 

That might well bee, aunſwered Plilautus , fo2 the man that 
wꝛought the cure, did perchaunce caule the diſeaſe , and ſo lecrete 
might the grief be that᷑ none could heale pou but be that hurt pou. 
neither was pour hert to be eaſed with any in ward pot ion, but by 
ſome out ward perlwalion: and then it is no matuaile ik the mini⸗ 
ſtring ok a kew wozds were mote auatilable then Pithzidate. | 
ell Grntlemasſaid Camilla, J will neither dilpute in phr⸗ 
ſicke whereln J haue nolzill, neither anſwere pon fs pour laſf 
ſurmiſes which vou ſeeme to leuel at, but thanking pou once again 
both fo pour gikt and good will, wee will vſe other communicatt- 
on, not koꝛgettiug to al ke foꝛ pout friend Euphues, who hath not 
longtime been where he might haue been welcomed at all times, 
and that he came not with pou at this time, we both maruatle and 
would 
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would faine know. 

This queſtion ſo earnefflie aſked of Camilla, and ſo hardlie to be 
anſwered of Philautus, nipped him in the head: notwithſtanding, 
leaſt he ſhonld ſeeme by long lilence to incurre ſame ſuſpition, hee 
thought a bad excule better then none at all, ſaping, that Euphues 

was now adaies become ſo ſtudious, (oz as he tearmed it, ſuperſti- 
tious ) that he could not himlelke lo much as haue his companie. 
Belike quoth Camilla, he either eſpied ſome new kaultes in the 
women of England, whereby he ſeeketh to abſent himſelfe, oz ſome 
old haunt that will cauſe him to ſoyle himſelfe. Not lo, aunſwered 
Philautus, and pet that it was (aid ſo, I will tell him, 

Thus after much conkerence, manp queſtions, and long time 
ſpent, Philautus tooke his leaue, and beeing in his Chamber, wee 
will there keaue him, with ſuch cogitations as they commonlie 
haue, that either attend the ſentence of like 02 death at the Barre, 
02 the anſwere of hope oꝛ deſpaire ok their loues, which none can 
ſet down but he that hath them, koꝛ that they are not to be vttred 
by the coniecture of one that would imagine what they ſhould be, 
but by him that knoweth what they are. 

Camilla the next mozning opened the Pomgranat, and law the 
Letter: which reading, pondering and peruſing, thee fell into a 
thouſand contrarieties, whether it were beſt to anſwere it 02 not. 
At che laſt,enflamed with a kinde of choler, fo2 that ſhe knew not 
what belonged tothe perplexities ok a louer, he requited his fraud 
and loue, with auger and hate, in theſe tearmes 02 the like.

Did long time debate with my ſelf Philautus, whether it might 

ſtand with mine honoz to lend thee an anſwere: : fo2 comparing 
my place with mp perlon, me thought thy boldnes moze thẽ either 
good manners in thee would permit, oz J with modeſtie could 
luffer: pet at the laſt, caſting with my ſelfe that the heate of thy 
loue might cleane.vee raced with the coldneſle of thy Letter, I 
thought it good to commit an iaconuenience, that it might pꝛeuẽt 
a miſchiete, chooſing rather to cut thee off ſhoꝛt by rigour, then to 
giue thee any tot of hope by ſilence. Greene loꝛes are to be dꝛeſſed 
roughly,leaſt they feſter: Tettars to be dꝛawne in the beginning, 
teal they ſp1e9d : Ring-wozmes to be annointed when they firit 
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appeare,lea they compaſſe the whole bodie, and the affaultes of 
loue to bee beaten backe at the firſt iege,lealf they vndermine at 
the ſecond, Fire is to be quenched in the ſparke,TAcedecs are fo be 
rooted in the bud, follies in the bloſſom. 

Thinking this mozning to trie my Phyſicke, J perceiued thy 
fraude,inſomuch that the kirae!!l that ſhould haue cooled my (to- 
mack with mopſtnes, hath kindled it with choler , making a fla- 
ming fire where it kound but hot timbers, conuerting like the ſpi- 
der, a lweet flower into a bitter popſon. A am not Philautus an 


Italian Ladie, who commonlie are wooed with leaftng, and won 


with luſt, entangled with deceit, and enioied with delight, caught 
with ſinne, and caſt off with ſhame. 


Foz mine owne part, Jam too young to knowe the paſſſons of a 


Louer, and too wiſe to beleeue them, and ſo kar from truſting any, 


that J ſuſpect al:not that there is in euer one pꝛactiſe to deteine, 


but there wanteth in me a capacitie to conceiue. 

Seeke not then Philautus, to make the tender twigge crooked 
by Art, which might haue growne ſtraight by nature. Cozne is 
not to be gathered in the blade, but in the eare, noz kruite to be pul⸗ 
led from the Tree when it is greene, but when it is mellow, no2 
Grapes to be cut fo2 the pzeſſe when they firſt riſe, but when they 
are full ripe : no; young Ladies fs be ſued vnto, that are fitter fo2 
a rodde then a hulband. and meeter to beare blowes then childzen. 
You mult not thinke of vs as of thoſe in your owne Countrie, that 
no ſooner are out ofthe cradle, but they are ſent to the Court, and 
wooed ſometimes befoze they are weaned , which bzingeth both p 
Nation and their names, not in queſtion onelie of diſhoneſtie, but 
into obloquie. 

This J would baue thee to take fo2 a flat anſwere, that J net- 
ther meane to loue thee, noz heereafter if thou follow thy lute, to 
heare thee. Thy firſt pꝛactiſe in the Maſque J dis not allowe, the 
ſecond by thy wziting J millike: if thou attempt the third means, 
thou wilt enfoꝛce me to vtter that, which modeſtie now maketh 
me to conceale. It thꝝ good will be fo great as thou telleſt, ſeeke 
fo mitt igate it by reaſon, oꝛ time.

This Letter Camilla ſtitched in an Italian Petrark which ſhe 
had, determining at the nert comming ok Philautus to deliuer it, 


-vnder the pꝛetence ot alking ſome queſtion, o2 the vmerſtanding 
ok ſome wozd. 


Philautus, attending hourely the ſucceſle ok his lote , made his 
repaire accoꝛding to his accuſtomable vſe, and inding the Getlee 
women littiag in an Arbour,ſaluted the curteoullp:not fozgetting 
ta be inquiſitine how Camilla was eaſed by his pomgranat, which 
oftentimes aſking ok her, ſhe anlwered him thus. 

In faith Philautus, it had a faire coatebut a rotten kirnel,which 
ſo much offended my weake ſtomack, that the very ſight cauled me 
to laath it, and the ſent to thꝛow it into the fire. 

J am ſoꝛrie, quoth Philautus ;( who ſpake ns leſſe then truth ) 
that the medicine could not wozke that which my minde wiſhed, 
and with that Nod as one in atratnce,which Camilla perceiuing, 
thought beſt to rub no moze on the gall, leaftthe anders by ſhold 
eſpie where Phbilautus ſhooe wzung him. 

nel, ſapd Camilla, let it goe, I muſt impute it to my ill koꝛ- 
tune, that where J looked foz a reſtozitie, 3 found a conſumption: 
and with that ſhe dꝛewe out her Petrarke, tequeſting him to con- 
ſter her a leſſon, hoping his learning wold be better fo2 a Schoole- 
maſter, then his luck fo) a Phyſition. Thus walking inthe Allep, 
ſhee liſtened to his conſtruction, who turning the Booke, kounde 
where the Letter was ineloſed, aud diſſembling that he ſuſpected, 
hee (ayd hee would keepe her Petcark vntill the mozning: doe you 
guoth Camilla. 

With that the Gentlowomen cluſtered ahgut them both, eyther 
to heare bow cunning Philautus could con{ffF02 how reavily Ca- 
milla could conceive. It fel aut, that they turned to ſuch a place as 
turned them all to a blanke, where it was reaſoned, whether loue 
came at the luddaine view of beautie, oꝛ by long experience ok ver- 
tue a lang diſputatiõ was like to enſue, had not Camilla tut it off 


Philautus, epther to tal ke of lous oz thinke of loue : leaſt epther ire 
ſhot 
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ſhould ſuſpect Gee had beene wooed, oz might bee wonne, which 
was not done ſo cloſely but it was perceiued of Philautus, though 
difſembled. 

Thus after many woꝛds they went tothetr dinner, where 3 
- omit their Table-talke, leaſt J loole mine. 
After their repaſt Surius came in with a great trayne , which 
lightned Camillas hart, and was a dagger to Philaucus bzeſt, who 
tarricd no longer then he had leiſure to take his leaue, either deſt- 
rous to read his Ladies anlwere, oz not willing to eniop Surius 
his companp, whom allo J wil now fozſake,and follow Philautus, 
to heare how his minde is quieted with Camillas curteſie. Philau- 
tus no ſooner entred his Chamber, but he read her Letter, which 
wꝛought ſuch [kirmiſhes in his minde, that hee had almoſt kozgot 
reaſon, falling into the olde vatneof his rage in this manner. Ah 
cruell Camilla, and accurſed Philautus, J ſce now that it fareth 
with thee as it doth with the Yarpey,which hauing made one aſto- 
nied with her faire light, turneth him into a tone with her vent- 
mous [auour,and with me as it doth with thoſe that view the Ba- 


 falliſke, whoſe eies pꝛocure delight to the looker at the firſt glance,

Is this the curteſie of England towards ſtrangers , to fntreate 
them ſo veſpightfully?Js my good will not onely reie cted without 
cauſe, but alſo diſdained without colour? J, but Philautus pꝛapſe 
at thy parting: if ee had not liked thee, ſhe would neuer haue an. 
{wered thee, Knoweſt thou not that where they love much, they 
diſſemble moſt, that as faire weather cometh after a foule ſtozme, 
lo ſweet tearmes ſucceede ſower taunts. Aſlap once againe Phi- 
lautus, by Letters to winne her loue, and kollowe not the vnkinde 
Mounde, who leaueth the ſent becauſe bee is rated, oz the baſtard 
Dpaniell, which being once rebuked, neuer retriteth his game. 
Let Atlanta runne Wier ſo (willy. ſhe wil looke backe vpon Hyp- 
pomanes: let Medea be as cruell as a fiend to all Gentlemen, ſhee 
will at the laſt reſpect Iaſan. | 

A dental at the firſt is accounted agraunt ,a gentle anſwere a 
mockerie. Ladies vſe their Louers, as the Stoꝛke doth.her young 
ones, who picketh them til they bleed with her bill, and then hea⸗ 
leth them with her tongue. Cupid himſelfe muſt ſpend one arrow, 

and 
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and thinkeſt thou fo ſpeed with one Letter? No, no Philautus, bee 
that looketh to haue cleere water muſt digge deep, he that longeth 
foz ſweet Bulick,mult ſet bis rings at the higheſt, be that ſceke 
eth to win his loue, muſt Eretch his labour and hazard his life. 
Venupbleſſech Lyons in the folde, and Lambes in the Chamber. 
Eagles at the aſſault, and Foxes in counſaile, ſo that thou muſt be 
hardy in thy purſute, and meek in victozy, venterous in obfaining, 
and wife in concealing : ſo halt thou win that with pꝛaiſe, which 
otherwiſe thou wilt loole with peeuichnes.

bus Sentlewomen, Philautusreſembleth the viper, who be- 
ing ſtricken with a Reede,lyech as it were dead, but ſtricken che 
ſecond time, recotereth his ſtrength: hauing his aunſwere at the 
firſt iu a Paſque,he was almoſt amazed, and now againe denied, 
he is animated: pꝛeſuming thus much vpon the good diſpoſition 
and kindneſſe of Women, that the higher they itte the lower they 
looke,andthe moze they ſeeme at the firſt to loath, the moze they 
love at the laſt. Thoſe iudgement as J am not altogether to al- 
low, ſo can J not in ſome reſpect miſlike. Foz in this they reſem- 
ble the Crocodle,who when one appzocheth neere vnto him, ga- 
thereth vp himſelfe into the roundnes of a Ball, but running krom 
him, ſtretcheth himſelfe into the length ok a tree.

but not moued, poureth it out like ſirupe. C Aomen are neuer mo2e 
cop then when they are beloued, pet in their mindes neuer lelle 
conſtant: ſeeming to tye themſelues to the Baſt of the ſhip with 
Viſſes, when they are wooed, with a ſtrong Cable, which beeing 
well diſcerned, is a twine thꝛed: thzowing a ſtone at the head of 
bim, vnto whom immediatly t hey caſt fe2th an Apple of which 
their gentle nature Philautus being perlwaded, follow ed his ſute 
againe in this manner.

ther Ladies and Gentlewomen , which came aſwell to recceate 
themlelyes fo2 pleaſure, as to viſite Camilla, whom thep all loued.

Philautus omitting no oppoꝛtunitie that might either manikeſt 
his affection, oꝛ commend his wit, anſwered her thus. 

Ladp, of ſo many ſweet flowers to chooſe the bet, it is hard, ſee- 
ing they be all ſo good : if I ſhould pꝛekerre the faireſt befoze the 
ſweeteſt, you would happilie imagine, that either J were foppey

L adie,aunſwered Philautus , it is a ſigne that beautie was na 
niggard ok her ſlippes-{nthis Garden, and verie enuious to other 
grounds, ſeeing here are ſo manp in one plot, as J ſhall neuer find 
moꝛe in all Italie, whether the reaſon bee the heate which killeth 
them, oz the countrie that cannot beare them. As foꝛ pulling them 
vp ſoone, in that we ſhew the deſire wee haue to them, not the ma- 
lice.

Flauia would not ſo leaue him, but thus replyed to him. You are

fault either in pꝛatſing vs too much , which we ac count in Eng- 
land flatterie, oz pleaſing pour (elfe in pour own mind, which wile 
men eſteeme as follte.

It hee only 
diſcouer his loue,then would Camilla thinke him not to bee ſecret, 
ik conceale it, not to be feruent - beſides;all the Ladies would eſpp 
his loue, and pꝛeuent it, oꝛ Camilla deſpiſe his offer, and not regard 
it. UUhile he was thus in a deep medication, Flauia wakened him

Philaucus ſeeing this Ladie ſo curteous, and loning Camilla ſo 
' earneſflte , could not pet reſolue himſelfe what to doe:but at the 
laſt, Loue, which neuer regardeth what it ſpeaketh,no2 where,re- 
plied thus at all aduentures, Ladies and Gentlewomen, would 
I were ſo foztunate yp I might chooſe euerp one of pou fo? a flower, 
and then wold. J boldly affirme, that I could ſhew the fairef pa- 
fie in the woꝛld, but folly it is fo2 mee to wilh that, being a flane, 
which none can hope ko p is an Emperour. It Ymake mp choyſe, 
1 ſhall ſpeed ſo wel as he that eniopeth all Europe. And with that 
gathering a Roſe,he gaue it to Camilla, whoſe colour ſo increaſed, 
as one would haue tudged all her face to have beene a Role, had it

Camilla, who was loth to be accounted in any company cop; en- 
. deuouted 
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devoured in the preſence of er to be very curteons, 
and gathered fo2 Philautus & poſie of all the fineft flowers in the 
Garden ſaying thus vnto him: J hope pou will not be offended 
Philautus, in that Þ could not be pour Roſe , but t the kaulte 
rather to deſtiny then diſcurteſie. 

Philautus plucking vp his ſpirits , Cane her hankes foz het 
paſnes,and immediaclte gathered a Utolet,Which de gaue miſtres 
Fraunces, which the curteoufly keceined : thus all parts were plea- 
ſed koz that time. 

Philautus was inuited to dinner ſo that he tould no longer ſtay,

Fo ik the epe of man be the arrow, and beauty the white (afay2e 
mark foz him vᷣ dꝛaweth in Cupids bowe ) then muft it neceſſarily 
inſue,that the Archer delireth with an apme to hit the white, not 
the white the arrow, that che marke allureth the Archer, not the 
ſhooter the mark, g therefoze i is Venus ſaid in one eye to haue two 
apples, which is commonly applied to thoſe that witch with the 
eyes, not thoſe that wooe with the cies. 

Touching trial, I am neither lo fooliſh to deſtre things impolli i- 
ble, noꝛ ſo froward to requeſt that which hath no end. But wozds 
(hall neuer make me belecue withont wozkes, leaſt in following 
a kairt lhadowe, J looſe the firme ſubſtante, and in one wozy to let 
downe p onely tryal that a Lady requireth ok ber Louer, it is this, 
That he perfozme as much as he ſware, that every oath bea deed, 
enerp gloſe a Goſpel, pꝛomiſing nothing in his talke, that he per- 
fozme not in his trpall.

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] Perceine Camilla, that be pour cloth neuer ſo bad, it will take 
ſome colour, and pour cauſe neuer ſo falſe , it will beare ſome 
chew of pzobabilitie: wherein you manikeſt the right nature of a 
woman, who hating no wap to win,thinkethto ouercome with 
wong. een . 
| This J gather by pour aunſwere, that beautie may haue faire 
leaues and foule fruite , that all that are amiable are not honef, 
that loue p2oceedeth of the womans perfection,and the mans fol. 
lies, that the trial looked fo}, is to perkoꝛme whatſoener they pꝛo- 
miſe, that in minde he be verfuous,in bodp comelie:ſuch a huſbany 
in my opinion is to be wiched foz, but not looked ko. Take heede 
Camilla, that ſeeking all the wood fo2 a ſtraight ſticke, pon chooſe 
not at the laſt a crooked ſtaffe: oʒ deſcribing a good tounſell to o- 
thers, thou thy ſelfe follow not the wozſt: much like to Chius, who 
ſelling the beſt Mine to others, dꝛanke himſelfe the lees. 

Truly quoth Camilla, my wool was black, and therefoꝛe it could 
take no other colour, and my cauſe good, and therfoze admit ted no 
cauell: as foz the rules J (et downe of loue, they were not copned 
of me, but learned: and being ſo true, beleeued. Imp foztune be 
ſo ill, that ſearching fo2 a wand, J gather a Camocke , oz ſelling 
Wine toother,Jdzinke Uineger my ſelfe,{ muſt be content, that 
of the woꝛſt pooze help patience: which by ſa much the moge is to 
be bozne,by how much the moze it is perkoꝛce.

pernicious toeicher,then loue , and that loue bzeedeth by nothing 
ſooner then lookes , They that feare water will come neere no 
Welles, they that ſtand in dꝛead of burning, fly from the fire:and 
dught nottheythat wold not be int angled with defire,to refraine 
companie?Jf loue haue the pangs which the paſſionate ſet down, 
why do they not abſtaine from the cauſe? It it be pleaſant, why do 
they dilpzaiſe it? 

Ve ſhun the place of peſtilence fo2 feare of inkection, the eies of 
Cathariſmes becauſe of diſeaſes, the ſight of the Ballliſk,fo2 feare 
ofveath:# ſhall we not eſchue the company of chem chat map in- 
trap vs in loue, which is moze bitter then any deſtruction? If wee 
flie theenes that ſtea le our goods, ſhall wee follow murtherers 5 
tut our thꝛoates?

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mount aines, leaſt they make a noiſe: but to be ſilent, and light y 
to eſkeeme of his Lapp, to ſhake her off though Hee bee ſecrete, to 
change fo2 eucry thing thotighhee bew1ap nothing, is the onelie 
thing that cutteththe hart in peeces of a true and conſtant louer:

but you would iudge chem both erpedient. Foꝛ as one mettall is to 
be tempered with another in faſhioning a good blade, leaſt epther 
beeing all of ſtee le, it quickly bꝛeake, oz all of pꝛon, it neuer cut: ſo 

kareth it in ſpeech. which ik it be not ſeaſoned aſwell with wit to 
moue delight, as with Arte to manifelt cunning, there is no elo- 
quence:and in no other manner ſtandeth it with lone: koz to be ſe- 
crete and not conſtant, oz conſtant and not lecrete, were to build a 
bouſe of mozter without ones, oꝛ & wall of tones Wout moꝛter. 
There is no liuely picture 02awne with one colour, no curiaus Je 
mage wꝛanght with one toole,no perfect mnſick played with one 
ſtring, and wouldeſt thou haue loue the paterne ofeternicie,colo- 
red either with conſtan cie alone, o onelp ſecrecie? 

There muſt in euery Triangle bee thzee lines, the kirſt begin- 
neth,the ſecond augmenteth, the third concludeth it a figure. So 
in loue thzce vertues: affection, which dꝛaweth the heart, ſecrecp, 

which increaſeth the hope, conſtancp, which finiſheth the wozke: 
without any of thefe rules there can bee no triangle, without any 
of thefe vertues, no loue. 
There is no man that runneth withone legxe, no Bird that ſti- 
eth with one wing, no loue that laſttth with one lim. Loue is like- 
ned tothe Emeraud, which cracketh rather then coſenteth to any 
dilloyaltie:and can there bee „ ani then being lo- 
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crete. not to be conftanc, 03 1 * ſecrete. But 
it falleth out with thole that be conſtant aud pet full ot bauble, as 
it doth wich the Serpent Iaculus, and the Uiper,:who burſt with 
their owne bzood,and thele are tozne with their owne tongues. 

It is no queſtion Philautus, toaſke whichis beſt, when beeing 
not ioined, there is neuer a good. Ik thou make a queſtion where 
there is no doubt, thoumult take an anlwere where there is no 
reaſon. Why then alſo doſt thou not enquire, whether it were bec- 
ter fo a Moꝛſe to want his fo2e-legs oz his hinder, when bauing 
not all, he cannot tr auaile. M hy art thou not inquilitiue — 
it were moe conuentent koꝛ the Mzaſtlers inthe games of Olim- 
pia to he without armes, o2 without feete: oz fox.

There is no true 
Loner, beleeue mee Philautus, ſenſe telleth me ſo, nat triall, that 
hath not kaith, ſecrec ie, and conſtancie. If thau want epther, it is 
luſt, not loue:and that thou haſt not them al, thy pꝛokound queſti- 
on allureth mee: which ik thou diddeſt aſke to trie mp wit, thou 
thoughteſt me very dull, ik tu reſolue thy ſelfe of a doubt, J cannot 
thinke thee verp ſharpe. | 

Philautus that perceiued her to be (0 harpe,thought once ag aine 
like a c Ahetſtone to make her ſharper, and in theſe wopdes retur- 
ned his anſwere. 

My [weet Giolet, pou are not vnlike vnto thoſe who bauing rot- 
ten the ſtart in a race, thinke none too neere their heeles becauſe 
thep be foꝛmoſt: fo2 hauing the tale in your mouth,you imagine it 
is all truth, and that none can controle it. 

Frauncis, who was very much vnwilling to heare him noe 
fozwardinſo fond an argument, cut himofbefoze he ould come 
to his conctuſion,tn this manner.

allo & wiſe Vliſſes in the Court to bewꝛap it. If Sinon came with 
a lmooth tale to bing in the hozſe into Troy, there hath beene al- 
waies ſome couragious Lacaon to thzuſt his ſpeare againſt the 
bowels, which being not bewit ched, with Lacaon, hath vnfoldep 
that which Lacaon ſuſpected. Tf Argus, with his hutwzedeypes, 
went pꝛying to vndermine lupiter;yet met he with Mercury, who 
Whillled all his eyes out, inlomuch as there could neuer pet any 
craft pꝛeuaile againſt their policie, 02 any challenge againſt their 
courage. There hath alwales been Achilles at home to buckle w 
Hector abzoad, Neſtors grauity to count eruaile Pryamsconnſaile, 
Vliſſes ſubt ilties to match with Antenors policies, England hath 
all choſe, that can and haue wꝛaſtled with others, whereof we can 
require no greater p2oofe then experience, 
- Belides, they haue all a zealous care foʒ the increaſing of true 
Religton,whole fapths faz the moſt part haue beene tryedcb2ough 
the fire, which they had felt; hav they not fled ouer the water. 
Pozeouer,thegreat ſtudie they bend towards Schooles oflear- 
ning.doth lufficiently declare, that they are uot onely furcherers 
of learning, hut Fathers ok the learned. O thzice happy England, 
where ſuch Counſailozsare, where ſuch people liue,where ſuch 
vertue ſpzingeth, - ---; - | 
Among theſe ſhall you finde Zophirus, that will mangle him- 
ſelfe to do his Country good, Achares , that will neuer ſtart an 
inch krom his Pꝛince Aeneas, Nauſicla, that neuer wanted a ſhilt 
in his extreamitie, Cato that euer counſailed vnto the beſt, Pcho- 
lomeus Philodelphus, that alwaies maintained learning. Among 
the number of all wiſe, noble, and which Counſailozs , J cannot 
but foz his honours ſake remember the moſt pzudent and right 
Yonourable,the L.Burleigh, high Treaſurer of that Nealme, no 
leſſe reuerenced foz his wiſevome , then renowned foz his Dffice : 
moze loued at home then keared 1 , and pet moze feared 10 
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dis counſaile among ather nations, then wozu axefite, im whom 
the ſaying ol Agamemnonmap be verikped, who rather wiched foz 
one ſuch as Neſtor, then many ſuch as Aiax, N. 
This Nobleman J found ſo ready, being but a ſtranger to doe 
me good, chat J neither ought to koꝛget him, neither ceaſe to pꝛap 
fo2 him, that as he hath the wiſedome ok Neſtor, ſo hee map haue 
the age: that hauing the policies of Vliſſes, hee may haue his ho- 
nour, woꝛthp to liue long. by whom (a many liue in quiet, and not 
vnwoꝛthy to be aduaunced, by whole cate ſo manp haue been p2e- 
ferred, - — 

Is not this aglaſſe(kaire Ladies) foz all Countries to beholde, 
where there is not onelie an agreement in Faith, Religion, and 
Counſaile, but tnfriendſhip,bzotherhood, and lining? By whole 
good endeuoursvice ispuniſhed,vertue rewarded, peace effabliſh- 
eb, foꝛraine bzoiles repꝛeſſed, domeſticall cares: appeaſed : what 
Nationcanof Counſailozs deſire moze? what dominion, that ex- 
cepted,hathſo much? when neithet tourags ran pꝛeuaile again 
their chinalrte, no2 cratt take place againſt thefe counſaile, no? 
both iopned in one, be of foxce tovndermine their Countty. Mhen 
tou haue dazeled pour eies with this glaſſe,biholde here another. 

It was my foztune to bee acquainked with certalne Englich 
Gentlemen, which bꝛought me to the Court: where, when J came; 
J was dziuen into a mae to behold the luſtie aud bꝛaue gallants, 
the beautifull and chaſte Ladies, the rare aud goodlie 82vers,(o as 
I could not tell whether J ſhouldmolk commend vertue o2btave- 
rie. At the laſt, comming oftener thether then it beſeemed one of 
my degree, vet not lo okten as they deſired my compante, J began 
to pꝛie alter their maners, and natures, and chat which followeth 
IJſaw, whereok who lo doubteth, Iwill ſweare. 

The Ladies ſpende the mozning in deteut p2afcy , not reſem- 
bling the Sentlewomen in Greece and Italie, who begin their 
mozning at mid-noone, and make their euening at midnight, v- 
ling Sonnets ko; Plalmes, and paſtimes fo; pꝛaiers, reading che 
Epille of a Louer, when they chould peruſe the Goſpell of dur 
Lozd, d2awing wanton lines when death is bekoze their face , as 
Archimedes did triangles and circles when theenemie was at his 
back. Behold Ladies in this glaſſe, that the ſeruice of God is to be 
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pzeferred befoze all things: imitate the Engliſh Damoſels, whs 
are as cunning in the Scriptures, as you are in Arioſto and Pe- 
trark, o anp booke that liketh you beft,  becommeth you wo2l. 
Fo02 bꝛauerie Jcannot ſay that you exceede them, foz certaine it 
is the moſt goꝛgious Court that euer J baue ſeene, read, oꝛ heard 
of, but pet doe they not vſe their apparell ſo nicelie as you in Ita- 
lie, who thinke ſcozne to kneele at ſernice fo2 feare-of wzinkles 
in their ſilkes, who dare not lift vp pour heads to heaten,fo2 feare 
of rumpling the ruffes in your necke : pet your hands (J confeſſe ) 
are holden vp, rather I thinke to ſhewe pour rings, then to mani- 
feſt your righteouſn es. Che bꝛauerie they vſe,is fo? the honour of 
their Pꝛince, the attireyou weare,fo2 the alluring of pour pꝛeie: 
their rich” apparell maketh their beautte moze ſeene,your diſgui- 
ſing cauſeth pour faces to bee mozeſuſpected. They reſemble in 
their garments the Eſtridge , who being gazed on, cloſeth her 
wings, and hideth her feathers, pou in pour roabes are not vnlike 
the Peacock, who being pꝛaiſed, ſpzeadethher taile and bewzat- 
ech her pꝛide. Ueluets and ſilkes in them are like golde, about a 
pure Diamond, in pou like a greene hedge about a filthie dunghil. 
Think not Ladies that becauſe you are decked with gold, pou are 
indued wich grace: imagine not that ſhining like the Sunne in 
earth, pe ſhall climbe the Sunne in heauen:looke diligentlie into 
this Engliſh glaſſe, and then ſhall pou ſee, that the moze coſtlie 
pour apparrell is, the greater peur curteſie ſhould bee, that pou 
ought to be as karre from pꝛide as pou are from pouertfe, and as 
neere to Pzinces in beautie as pou are foz b2ightnelſe. Becaule 
pou are bꝛaue, dildaine not thoſe that are baſe , thinke with pour 
ſelues that Kulſet coates haue their Chꝛiſtendom that ths ſunne 
when hee is at the higheſt, hineth aſwell vpon courſe Carſie as 
cloth of Tiſſue, though vou haue pearles in pour eies, iewels in 
your bzeſts, pꝛecious ſtones on pour fingers, pet dildaine not the 
ſtones in the ſtreete, which although thep are nothing ſo noble, pet 
are they much moze neceſſarie. Let not pour roabes hinder you 
deuotion, learne ofthe Engliſh Ladies, that GD D is wozthie 
to be wozſhipped with moſt pꝛice, to whom you ought to giue all 
p2atiſe : then ſhall pou be like darres to the wiſe, who now are 
but farting ſtocks to the looliſh, then ſhall pou be pꝛailed or mo 
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who are now pointed at ok all, then (hall God beare With pour fol-. 
Ite, who now abhojreth pour pʒlde. N e e 
Asthe Ladles in this bleſſed Jland are deuout and baue, ſo are 
they chaſte and beautifull: infomuch that when JJ ürſt beheld the, 
IJ could not tel wherher ſome miſt had bleared mine eyes, oꝛ ſome 
ſtrange inchauntment altered my minde: koz it may bee, thought 
J, that in this Jland, either ſome Artimidorus oz Liſimandro, 02 
ſome odde Nigromancer did inhabit, who wold ſhew me Fairies, 
2 the body of Helen, 62 the new ſhape of Venus ; but comming to 
my ſelfe,and ſeeing that my ſenſes were not changed, but hindzev, 
that the place where J (food was no inchaunted Caſtell, but a gal- 
lant Court, J could ſcarſe refraine my vaice from crying, There is 
no beautie but in England. 

There did J behold them ok pure complexion, exceeding the Lil- 
lie and the Role, of fauour(wherin the chiefeſt beautie conliſteth) 
ſurpaſſing the pictures that were fained, o2 the Magician p would 

faine: their eyes picrcing like the Sun beames , pet chaſte: their 
ſpeech plealant and ſweet, yet modeſt and curteous : their grace 
comely,thetr bodies fratghf,their hands white, all chinges that 
men could wiſh, oz women would haue: which howe much it is, 
none can [et downe, when as the one deſireth as much as map be, 
the other moze. And to theſe beautifull monlds,chaſte mindes: tg 
the comely bodies, temperance, modeſtie, mildnes,ſcbyiety,whom 
1] often beheld merry,yet wiſe - conſerring with Courtiers, pet 
warilie: dzinking of Mine, pet moderately : eating of delicates, 
pet but their eares kull:liſtning co diſcourſes ot laue, but not with- 
gut reaſoning of learning ko there it moze delighteth thẽ to talk 
pf Robin hood then toſhote in his bowe, and greater pleaſure they 
take to heare ot lone, then to be in lone. 

{ere Ladirs is a glaſſe that will make pou bluſh foz ſhame, and 
tooke pale fo; anger: their beauty commeth by nature, yours by 
Arte: they increaſe their fanours with faire water,you maintaine 
rours with Painters colours:the haire they lap out, groweth vy- 
on their owne heads, your ſeemlines hangeth vpon others: thep2s 
is alwates in their owne keeping,yours often at the Diars : they? 
beautie is not loif with a ſharpe blaſt, yours fadeth with a ſoft * 
bzeath:not vnlike vnto paper flowers, which bzeake as ſoone as 
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they are touched, reſembling the Birvs-in- Egypt called Ives, who 
being handled,looſe their feathers: oxthe Serpent Seraple which 
being but toucht with a Bzake, burſteth. They vſe their beauty 
becauſe it is commendable, you becauſe yon would be commons 
tber ik they haue little, doe not ſeeke to make it moꝛe, but you that 
baue none, indeuour to beſpeake moft- if theirs wicher by age, 
they nothing eſteeme it, if pours waſte by peres, you goe about to 
keepe it: thep knowe that beautie muſt faile if life continue, you 
ſweare that it ſhall not fade, i colours laſt. But to what env La- 
dies, doe pou alter p gifts of Nature, by the gifts of Art? Js there 
no coldur good but white, no Planet bꝛight but Venus? no ſinnen 
faire but Lawne? Thy goe pou about to make the facefaire,by 
thoſe meanes þ are moſt fouleꝰ A thing loathlome to men. e there- 
fo2e not louelp, hozrible befoze God, and therefoze not lawfull. 
Haue pou not heard that the beanty of the cradle is moſt bʒigh· 
teft.chat paintings are foz pictures without ſenſe,not fo perſons 
with true reaſon, Follow at the laſt, Ladies, the gentlewomen of 
England, who beeing beautifoll, doe thoſe things that ſhal become 
ſo amiable faces: if of an indifferent hew, thoſe thinges as ſhal 
make themlonelie,not adding one ounce to be autie, chat map de- 
tract a dꝛam krom vertue. Beſides this, their chaſtitte and tempe · 
rance is as rate as their beautie, not going in your footſteps, that 
dzinke Tine befoze pou riſe to increaſe pour colour, and will it 
when pon are vp to pꝛouatze pour luſt: They vle their needle to 
baniſhtvlenefle,not the pen to nourich it, not ſpending their times 
in aunſwering the Letters ok them that wooe them, but fozkwea⸗- 
ring the compante of thoſe that wzite them, giuing nooccaſion 
either by wanton lookes,vnſcemelp gefiures, vnaduiſed ſpeech, 02 
any vncomely behautour of lightnes oz liking. Contrary to the 
cuſtome of many Countries, where filthy wozdes are accounted 
to ſatourof a fine wit, bꝛoad ſpeechof a bold courage, wats glaun· 
ces of a harpeepe-ſight, wicked deeds of a comely geſture, al vain 
delights,of a right curteous curteſie.

And pet they are nor in Englandpzeciſe,but warie;tiot viſdain- 
full to confer, but fearefull to offend: not without remozſe where 
they perceiue truth, but without replying where they luſpect tre-

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ldathlome ta chaſte eres but it is heard ieh great ſpoꝛt, and quits 
ſwered wich great ſpeed. Is it not then a ſyame Ladies, that that

Where is the temperaunce pou pꝛokeſſe, when Tine is moe 
common then water ! Uhere the-chaſfitie, when your luft is 
thought lawfull? where the modeſtie, when your mirth tarneth 
to vncleanneſſe, vncleannes ts ſhameleſneſſe, ſhameleſnes to all 
dinfulnes?Learne Ladies, though late, pet at length, that the chee-

They 
in England pꝛay when pou plaie, ſewe when pou fleepe, faſt when 
vou feaſt, and weepe fo2 your ſinnes when pou laugh at your ſen- 
ſualitie. They frequent the Church to ſerue God, you to lee gal- 
lants: thep decke themſelues fo2 cleanlineſſe, vou fo2 pzide : they 
maint aine their beautie fo2 theirowne liking,youfoz others luſt: 
they rekraine wine becauſe they feare to take tov much, pou be- 
caule pou can fakenomoze. Come Ladies, with teares J call 
you , looke into this glaſſe, repent your ſinnes paſt; refratne pour 
pꝛeſent vices, abhozre vanities to come, laie this with one voice,

This Queene being deceaſed, Elizabeth being of the ageoktwen⸗ 
tie two peeres,of moze beauty then honour, and pet oł moze hono} 
then anp earthly creature, was called fram a pꝛiſoner to a Bunte, 
from the Caſtle lo the Crowne, krom the keare of loſing her head, 
to be ſupꝛeme head. And heere Ladies it may be pou will msone a 
queſtion, why this noble Ladie was eitber in daunger of death, oz 
t auſe ot diſtreſle, which had pou thought to haue paſſed in ſilence, 
J would not withſkanding haue reuealer. This Ladie, al the cime

Suffering her inkeriozs to triumph ouer 
her, her foes to thꝛeaten her, her diſſembling friends to under mine 
ber, learning in all this miſerie only p patlente that Zeno taught 
Excticus,to heare and foꝛbegre, neuer ſeeking revenge, but with 
good Licurgus to Ioſeherowne eye; rather then to hurt anothers 
eye. But being now placed in the ſeate Ropall ſhce firit of all ſta- 
bliſhed religion, baniſhed Poperie, aduaunced the TUo2d that be- 
foze was ſo much defaced, who hauing in her hand the ſwozde to 
reugnge,bſcd'rather bountifullie to remard: being as far fromri- 
gout when thee might haue killed, as her enemies were from ho⸗ 
neſtie when they could not, giuing a general pardon, when ſhe had 
cauſe to vſe particular puniſhments,pzeferring the name of pitty 
hekoze the remembzaunce of perils, thinking no reuenge moze 
v2incelie,then to ſpare when ſhe might ſpil,toſtay when the might 
ſtrike : 
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ed with iuſtice. Heere is the clemencie wozthy commendation and 
admit ation, nothing inferio2 to the gentle diſpoſition of Ariftides, 
who after bis exile, did not lo much as note them that banihid 
bim, ſaying with Alexander, that there can be nothing moze noble, 
then to do well to thoſe that deſerue ill. 

This mightie &mercifull Queene, hating many bil if ptirate 
perſons that ſought befoze time fo bett ay her, burnt them all te 
ſembling Iulius Cæſar, who beeing pieſented with the like com- 
plaintes ofthe Commons, t hꝛew them into the flre, ſaying that he 
had rather not know the names of Rebels, then haue otcaſton to 
reuenge, thinking it better to be ignozant of cbole that hated him, 
then to be angry with them. 

This clemencie did her Maleſtie not only ew at her comming 
to the Crowne, but alſo tbꝛoughout her whole gouerument when 
te had ſpared to ſhed their bloods ſought to ſpil hers , not rat- 
king the Lawes to extreamity, bur mittigating the rigour with 
merctc: inſomuch as it map be ſaid of that royall Monarch, asit 
was of Antonius, ſurnamed the godly Empero2, who raigned ma- 
ny pecres without the effuſion of blood. Mhat greater vertue can 
there be in a Pꝛtute then mercie? What greater pꝛaiſe chen to d- 
bate the cyge which ſhee ould whet,ts pardon where tee could 
punich, and to remard where ſhe ſhould reuenge ? 

Imp ſelfe be ing in England, when her Palette whs fob ber 
recreation in her Barge vpon the Thames, heard of a Gun that 
was (hot off, though of p party vnwictlaglie pet to her noble per- 
ſon daungerouſly: which lact ſhe moſt gracionfly 9 tep- 
ting iuſtercuſe befoze great aments taklig mb e griefe fother 
pooze Barge-manthat was litt hätt, then kate fo der ſelfthuc 
was in greateſt hazatd: Drare example of pier, O gular (yt6- 
tacle of pietie. * ECB tu HOG fu 4 4 
Diucrsbeſidcs there haut bee which by Dudek topſpitäcies, 
open rebellions, cloſe wiles, toll witohrraktes; e to 
end her life which laueth all their liues: whole pegel ſts, by the 
diuinepzouidenceofthe Almichtie,bave euer been diſcloſed, info- 
much that hee bath kept her fake in the Mhales belly, when her 
ſubiects went about to thʒow her into ox peſcrutd her in — 
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ſtrike; to pꝛoffer to ſaue with mert ie, when ſhe might haue deſfro(-

Hotte Duen , when her enemies increaſed he fire, not ſuffering a 
Haire to fall from her much leſſe any har me to faſten vpon her. 
Theſe inturies and treaſons ot her ſubiectes, theſe policies and 
vndermining of fozraine Nations ſo litt le mooued her, that ſhee 
would often ſaie; Let them know that though it be not lawful fo 
them to ſpeake what they liſt, pet it is lawfull-fo2 vs to doe with 
them what wee lift, being alwaies ol that mercitull mind which 
was in Theodoſius, who withed rather that hee might call rhe 
dead to life, then put the liuing to death: ſaying with Auguſtus, 
when ſhe ould ſette her hand to any condemnation , J would to 
God we could not wiite. Infinite were the examples that might 
. he alleadged and almoſt ineredivle; whereby ſhe hath ſhewed her 
ſelfe a Lambe in meekeneſle, when ſhee had cauſe to be a Lyon in 
- might,p20ouey a Doue in fauour, when ſhe was pꝛouoked to be an 
Eagle infiercenes,requiting iniuries with benefites, reuenging 
- grudces with gikts, in higheſt Pateſtie bearing the loweſt mind, 
koꝛgining all thatlnedfo2 mercie, and foꝛgett ing all thatdeſerned 
iuſtice. O diuine nature, D beauenlie nobilitie, what thing can be 
moꝛe requixed in a Pꝛince, then in greateſt power to ſhewe grea- 
teſt patience, tn c hieteſt gloꝛie te bing fooꝛth chiekeſt grate, in a- 
boundanceok alſearthlyfelicitie, tomanifcſt aboundance of hea- 
uenlie pjecie? O foztunate England, that hath ſuch aQueene,vn- 
grateful if you pꝛay not foʒ her, wicked if ydu doe not loue her, mi- 
- ferableif-you-looſe her. 
Heere Ladies is a glaſſe fo2 all Pꝛinces to beholde, that beeing 
called to dignitie, they vſe moderation, not might, tempering the 
ſeneritie of thedawes with the mildnes of loue, not executing all 
their will, but ſhewing what they may:Pappy are they, and only 
they that are under this glozjous and gracious Soueraigne, inſo- 
much tbat Jaccount all tholeabiects that be not her ſubiects. 
But why doe J tread ſtill in one path, when J haue ſo large a 
fiely to walke, 82 linger about ane flower, when J haue manie 
to gather: wherein A reſemblechoſe that beeing delighted with 
the little bzooke;neglect the fountaine head: 82 the Painter that 
being curious to colour Cupids bowe;fo2got to paint the ſtring. 
As this noble Pzince is indued with mertie, patience, and mo- 
derat ion, ſo is the indued with ſingular beauty and daaetee.

mind with an amiable face, diuine cogitations with a comly cofi- 
tenaunce. But ſuch is the grace beſtowed vpon this earthlic God - 
deſſe, that hauing the beautte that might allure all Pzinces, ſhee 
bath the chaſtit ie allo to refuſe all, accounting it no leſſe pꝛaiſe to 
de called a virgin, then to bee eſteemed a Venus: thinking it as 
great. honour to bee found chaſt as thought amiable. TWhereds 
nom Electra, the chaſte daughter ok Agamemnon, where is Lala, 
that renowned Uirgin? Where is Aamillia, that thzough her cha⸗ 
tity wzought wonders, in maintaining contingall fire at the al- 
ter of Velta? Where is Claudia, that to manifeſt her virginitie, ſet

bane ſuch foꝛzce, then what hath this chaſte virgin Elizabeth done?

uerned that noble Aland. Againſt whom, neither fozraigne kozce,

hat greater maruaile hath Happened fince the beginning of 
the wozld, then fog a pong and tender mapden to gotierne ſtrong 
and valiant men, then fo2 a virgine to make the whole wozlde, if 
not to ſtand in awe ok her, pet to honoz her: pea,and to line in ſpite 
ok all thole thatſpight her, with her \wo2d in the ſheath, with her 
Armozꝛ in the Tower, with her ſouldiours in their gownes ? inſo- 
much as her peace map be called moe bleſſed then p quiet raigne 
of Numa Pompilius, in whoſe gouernment the Bees haue made 
their Hiues in the ſouldiers helmets.

This is the onely miracle that virginity euer wꝛaug bt, to! a little 
Iland inuirond round about with wars, to ſtand in peace, fo: the

rare a thing it is (Ladies )to match virginitie with beautie, a chaſt 
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walles of Fraunce to burne, and the houſes of England to freeze,to; 
all other Nations either with ciuillſwozy to be diuided, ez with 
koꝛaigne koes to be inuaded, and that Country neither to bee mole- 
ſted with bꝛoiles in their own boſoms,noz thꝛeatned with blaſt of 
other bozders: but alwates though not laughing, pet looking - 1 
rough an Emerald at others tarres.

This is the bleſſingthat Chziſt alwates gaue to bis people, 
peace. This is thecarſechathe giueth to the wickeb there ſhal be 
no peace to the vngodly, This was anely che ſalutation he vfed to 
his Dilciples: Peace be vnto you: And therefoze is he called the 
God of loue and peace, in holy wꝛit. 

In peace was the Temple of the Lo2d built by Saforricn ;Ehzilt 
would not be bozne.vntil there were peace thidugbout the whole 
wozld,this was the onlythingthat Ezechias pyapedfoz; Lettbere 
be truth and peace O Loꝛd in my dapes. All whſch examples doe 
manikeſtlp pꝛooue, that there can bee nothing __ notable then 
peace. 

This peate hath the Lozd continued with great and viſpenkh- 
ble goodnes among hischoſen people of England, How much ts 
that Nation bound to ſuch a Pꝛince, bp — thtpeniop al bend 
fits of peace hauing their Barnes full, when others famich, their 
Coffers ſtuffed with gold, when others haue won their wind 
without danger when others are defamed, their balighters chafte

fo: the happines:foʒ vpon the luddaine to heare ſuch alteratiss of 
Surius, paſſed all credite, and to vnverſtand ſo foztunate ſucceſſe 
to Philautus, all cxpectatton:yet conũidering that many things kal 
between the cup and the Abreden in one lucky houre, moze rate 
things come to paſlſe, then lometimes in ſeauen peeres, that mar. 
riages are made in heauen, though conſummated in earth. I was 
bꝛought both to beleeue the euents, e to allow them. Touching 
Surius, and Camilla,there is no doubt but that they both wil line 
well in mariage, who loued ſo well befoze their matching:and in 
my mind he dealt both wiſely g honozablp to pꝛeker vertue befo2e 
vain glozy,andthe goodiy oznaments of vertue,befoze the rich ar- 
mour of nobilty;fo2 this muſt wal think how well ſo euer wee 
think ofourſelues)that vertue is moſt noble, by the which men 
became firſt noble.

{eaſt thou be thought pꝛoude, g ſv enuied:noꝛ debaſe not thy birth 
leaft thou be deemed pooze, aud ſo pittied, 

Now thou art come to that honourable eſtate,fo2get al thy foꝛ- 
mer folltes, and debate with thy ſelfe, that heretokoze thou didſt 
but goe about the wazld,and that now thou art come into it, that 
loue did once make thee tofollow riot, that it muſt now enkoꝛce 
thee to purſe th2ift,that then there was no pleaſure to be compa- 
red to che courting of Ladies, that now there can bee no delight 
greater then to haue a wife. Commend me hambly to that noble 
man Surius, and to his good Ladie Camilla. ka

made to me: Trulie Philautus, I knom that a friend in the Court 
is better then a penuy in the pur ſe, dut yet J haue heard, that ſueh 
a friend cannot be gotten without pence. Fatre woes fat fewe, 
great pꝛomiſes, without perfozmance, delight fo2 the time, but 


well, and all thoſe that at my being in England liked mee well

What Philautus doth, thep can imagine that are newip marted, 
bow Euphues liueth, they map gueſſe that are crucl{y marcyzed: A 
commit them both to ſtand to their own bargaines fo; if J chold 
meddle any further with the marriage of Philautus, it might hap- 
pilie make him jealous, if with the melancholie of Euphyes, it 
might cauſe hun to be cholericke, ſo the one would take octaſion 
forub his head, lt his Hat neuer ſo cloſe, and the other offence to 
gall his heart, be his caſe neuer ſo quiet.
